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Two Presidential Campaign Cottons 


The two rare campaign cottons, 
one shown on the front cover and 
one here, are examples of cotton 
“yard goods” produced in the 19th 
century during years when presi- 
dential elections occurred. Campaign 
cottons are of interest to historians, 
to fabric collectors, and to collectors 
of Americana. They are collected 
for the intellectual pleasure they 
provide rather than for their aes- 
thetic value. Fabrics such as these 
reveal many changes in methods of 
political campaigning, as well as 
changes in the viewpoint of the 
American voter. 

One of the early campaign cot- 
tons is the glazed chintz printed to 
honor William Henry Harrison, the 
Whig candidate for the presidency 
in 1840. Harrison’s campaign opened 
an entirely new era in the politics 
of the United States. For the first 
time large political rallies were held 
throughout the country. Speakers 
were sometimes hired or chosen from 
among the party leaders, as some 
thought it was unethical to speak of 
themselves. Voters had little chance 
to see the candidate in person. Cam- 
paign cottons played a part in ac-

quainting the people with his ap- 
pearance and with some of his 
qualifications and personal charac- 
teristics. 

In one design Harrison is pictured, 
together with two motifs chosen for 
their popular appeal, the log cabin 
and the barrel of hard cider. Cam- 
paign leaders made much of the fact 
that Harrison lived in a log cabin. 
One section of his home in North 
Bend, Ohio, had actually been a log 
cabin, but by 1840 the cabin was 
completely invisible, having been 
covered over with clapboards and 
surrounded by later additions. How- 
ever, no one mentioned that he was 
in reality living in a mansion, the 
idea of the log cabin having been 
well accepted. 

Log cabins appeared in many 
forms, as collectors of bottles, pat- 
tern glass, and penny banks are well 
aware. The cider barrel entered the 
campaign when an_ enthusiastic 
speaker proclaimed that Harrison 
never partook of fancy wines or ex- 
pensive liquors, but insisted on being 
served with hard cider. The cabin 
and the barrel were emphasized until 
they became symbols that Harrison 


was a man of the people rather than 
an aristocrat. The slogan “Harrison 
and Reform” was adopted to assure 
the people of the West and Mid-West 
that Harrison was not associated 
with eastern bankers, whom they 
held responsible for the panic of 
1837. 

In a pictorial pattern such as this, 
the designer must rely on some sort 
of “framing” to unite the separate 
elements. In this case garden flow- 
ers and foliage are used, but in such 
profusion that the picture of Harri- 
son, the slogan, the log cabin, and 
the barrel of cider are almost over- 
shadowed. The fabric shown here 
contains a complete repeat of the 
pattern. It is printed in a warm, 
ginger-brown (similar to the color 
of cider) on white, and retains its 
original glaze. 

A much later campaign cotton ap- 
peared in commemoration of James 
A. Garfield and Chester A. Arthur, 
who headed the Republican ticket in 
1880. Garfield departed from the pre- 
vious method of campaigning, in 
which the candidate remained in the

In closing, it is of interest to note 
that many of the artists connected 
with the Boston Opera during its 
five seasons — Boninsegna, Bron- 
skaja, Cartica, Dereyne, Lipkowska, 
Nielsen, Freeman, Gay, Olitzka, Con- 
stantino, Baklanoff, Blanchart, Mar- 


dones, Swartz, Zenatello, Teyte, Bro-

Columbia. It would seem that an 
agreement existed between this op- 
eratic organization and the Columbia 
Company.

background. He spoke in his own 
behalf. An end of an era is repre- 
sented by this campaign cotton, and 
the ushering in of a new method of 
political campaigning. 

The portraits of the solemn-look- 
ing candidates dominate the design, 
alternating with flags (some flags 
with fifteen stars, some with four- 
teen). A floating ribbon carries the 
slogan “Equality for All Men.” Gar- 
field was a dark horse candidate, 
from a faction of the party called 
the “Half Breeds.” He was not well 
known to the voters. Note the. use 
of classic motifs to lend a feeling 
of stability. The names are printed 
on scrolls, and the portraits are en- 
hanced with laurel wreathes to sug- 
gest victory. 

Many yards of both of these fab- 
rics were doubtless used for draping 
speakers’ platforms and for banners 
carried in torchlight parades. Still 
another use should be mentioned. 
The fabrics pictured here were cut 
from larger pieces which had been 
used as covers for “comforters.” 
They had been stuffed with wool and 
tied with yarn. The 19th century 
housewife, although not permitted to 
vote, had definite political views 
which she could express in her choice 
of materials such as these. One can 
hardly imagine the housewife of 1960 
using a similar bed covering, not 
even as a “conversation piece.” 

The two campaign cottons pictured 
here are from the collection of the 
author. An identical repeat of the 
Harrison fabric is in the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of New York. The au- 
thor is grateful to the Metropolitan 
Museum of New York for informa- 
tion and suggestions.

I. Carson Robison Joms Dalhart 


It is a relief to turn from the 
confusion and .controversy that sur- 
rounded Vernon Dalhart’s most fa- 
mous record and narrate some of the 
major events of his later phonograph 
career. 

From 1925 through 1928, Daihart 
was the busiest and most popular 
of all recording artists. Singing for 
every company of even the slightest 
importance, he made thousands of 
records—just how many, nobody 
knows, and probably no one ever will 
know. 

Some Dalhart enthusiasts have in- 
sisted that I publish a complete list 
of his recordings, but space limita- 
tion alone would prevent that, even 
if it were possible, which it isn’t, to 
compile an errorless discography of 
the ‘tenor’s work. And I lack the 
time to attempt such a colossal un- 
dertaking. I have been told that Ma- 
rion Hoffman of Kansas, has more 
than 38,500 Dalhart records and a 
Chicago man owns almost as many. 

If Dalhart’s first great break was 
the “fortuitous concurrence of cir- 
cumstances” that led him to combine 
his Victor record of “The Wreck of 
the Old 97” with “The Prisoner’s 
Song” his next vast slice of luck 
was becoming associated with the 
greatest of all writers of hill-billy 
songs, Carson Robison. 

“Robbie” who was born in Cheta- 
pa, Kansas, August 4, 1890, and died 
March 24, 1957, in St. Francis Hos- 
pital, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., was self- 
taught in musict When he was 15 
he became a professional entertainer 
in the Midwest and in his early 30’s 
worked for a time in Chicago with 
Wendell Hall, “The Red-headed Mu- 
sic Maker.” 

Besides being an excellent singer 
and guitar player, he was also a 
phenomenal whistler. But above all 
he was a song writer who knew 
exactly what buyers of country-type 
records wanted and gave it to them 
unerringly. 

Coming to New York in 1924 with 


almost no money, he soon obtained. 


work with the recording companies 
and made Victor records as an assist- 
ing artist to Hall before beginning 
his folk-musie association with Dal- 


Vernon 


hart. The personal relationship be- 
tween Dalhart and Robison was nev- 
er cordial and it ended in bitterness, 
but during the three years in which 
they were closely associated they 
were an ideal combination from the 
standpoint of the type of music Rob- 
ison wrote and Dalhart sang. 

When Robison severed the con- 
nection Dalhart’s popularity suffered 
an immediate decline. At the time 
their partnership began, incidental- 
ly, Carson had just published his 
first successful song in the pseudo- 
hill-billy genre, “Way Out West in 
Kansas.” 


II. Edison Cylinder Hill-Billies 


Since Dalhart’s first successful 
hill-billy record was made for Edi- 
son, it should be interesting to ob- 
serve in some detail the steady flow 
of such waxings which he turned 
out for both the Diamond Dises and, 
through dubbings, for the Blue Am- 
berol cylinders, 

His popularity with the dwindling 
number of cylinder record buyers 
from 1925 through 1929 was so great 
it would hardly be an exaggeration 
to say his hill-billy records, appeal- 
ing strongly to country customers, 
were about the only thing that kept 
the Blue Amberols going as long as 
they did. 

During his Edison career, more 
solo Blue Amberols were issued by 
Dalhart than by any other artist, al- 
though Billy Murray appeared in a 
larger number of records, counting 
the Premier Quartet offerings in 
which he sang the lead. 

I have counted 137 issued Blue 
Amberol solos by Dalhart, and one 
other, “The Sneeze Song,’ which was 
assigned a number 5061, but not 
placed on the market. His list also 
includes nine duets with Gladys Rice, 
one with Al Bernard, and one with 
Marion Evelyn Cox. 

The August, 1925, list of “latest 
Edison Amberol Records” (Edison 
by that time had quit calling them 
Blue Amberols) included Dalhart 
singing, Madelyn Sheppard’s song 
“Many, Many Years Ago,” and Robi- 
son composition, “The Time Will 
Come,” which had an_ irresistible 
shuffling rhythm.

In September there were three, 
“Doin’ the Best I Can,’’ whose com- 
poser was listed as M. T. Slaughter 
—that is, Dalhart himself. It had a 
rather elaborate accompaniment of 
harmonica, fiddle, piano, and guitar. 
Also included were that great back- 
country favorite, “The Rovin’ Gam- 
bler,” and “The Runaway Train,” 
the latter jointly credited to Robert 
Massey and Robison. 

Only 12 Blue Amberols were issued 
in November, but Dalhart starred in 
three of these and sang an inciden- 
tal chorus in two fox-trots, “Cecilia,” 


_ played by Billy Wynne’s Greenwich 


Village Inn, and “Red Hot Henry 
Brown,” by the Georgia Melodians. 
He had not yet completely abandoned 
popular songs for hill-billies. 

Records of the latter type were 
“She’s Comin’ ’Round the Mountain,” 
“The Little Rosewood Casket,” and 
“The John T. Scopes Trial (The Old 
Religion’s Better After All).” This 
last was an appeal to backwoods re- 
ligious fundamentalism which Robi- 
son wrote (under the pen name of 
Carlos B. McAfee) and Dalhart sang 
both, I suspect, with tongue-in-cheek. 

Robison, by the way, wrote songs 
under many names other than his 
own. He told me he couldn’t remem- 
ber how he hit on “McAfee,” but 
when he turned out hill-billies under 
the disguise of Maggie Andrews he 
was using his mother’s maiden name. 
“Zeb Turney’s Gal” is a charming 
number of the country kind which 
he composed under the Maggie An- 
drews pseudonym. 

In the February, 1926, supplement 
out of 15 Blue Amberols listed, four 
were Dalhart’s rustic specialties— 
“Behind These Gray Walls,” “Syd- 
ney Allen,” “The Unknown Soldier’s 
Grave,” and “Zeb Turney’s Gal.” ‘In 
addition, he sang the refrain of “The 
Prisoner’s Song” played rather be- 
latedly as a waltz dance record by 
Kaplan’s Melodists. 

Page two was devoted to a com- 
plete listing of “Mountaineer and Ru- 
ral Ballads,” comprising the 22 of 
that type Dalhart had made prior to 
the February supplement. The list 
was prefaced with this statement: 
“We have had such an enormous de- 
mand and so many inquiries about 
this type of record sung by Ver- 
non Dalhart with violin, ‘harmonica, 
and guitar accompaniment that we 
are listing them this month for your 
convenience in ordering.” 

At the bottom of the page was an 
inquiry which in those days appeared 
in every issue of the Blue Amberol 
monthly supplement; “Does your col- 
lection include the only recording of 
Mr. Edison’s voice? ‘Let Us Not For- 
get—A, Message to the American 
People, by Thomas A. Edison, No. 
3756.” 

This constant reminder caused Mr. 
Edison’s brief spoken remarks to be- 
come one of the best selling Edison 
records, Yet today everybody who 
finds a copy seems to think he has 
stumbled on the only one in exist- 
ence. 

Let me answer many inquiries by 
saying that Edison discs and Blue 
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Charlie Bowman’s daughters, Jennie 
and Pauline, also were recording artists. 


Their Columbia record of ‘Railroad, 
Take Me Back” (written by their father), 
and “Old Lonesome Blues” was espec- 
ially popular. 





Amberol cylinders of “Let Us Not 
Forget” are not—the high prices 
sometimes asked to the contrary— 
either valuable or rare. Plenty of 
other folks beside yourself have rec- 
ords of Mr. Edison’s voice. 

And so the deluge of Dalhart cy- 
linders continued, month after month. 
As a final example, in March, 1926, 
besides singing the refrain of the 
waltz record of “I’ll Take You Home 
Again, Kathleen,” by Kaplan’s Melo- 
dists, he also did “Frank Dupre,” 
“The Boston Burglar,” “The Freight 
Wreck at Altoona,” and “The Wreck 
of the 1256.” Both of the railroad 
songs were from the pen of the pro- 
lific Robison. 


III. Hill-Billy Diamond Discs 

Following the course of Dalhart’s 
Edison Diamond Disc _hill-billies 
amounts to much the same thing as 
tracking his cylinders, for as has 
been pointed out, the cylinders were 
copied from the discs. It is interest- 
ing, however, to note that in June, 
1925, he combined his own song, “Do- 
in’ the Best I Can,” with Robison’s 
“The Time Will Come.” 

Robison was now playing the gui- 
tar in all Dalhart records and con- 
tributing incidental whistling effects, 
while the violinist was ‘“Fiddlin’ 
Murray Kellner,” a gifted musician 
who later had his own salon orches- 
tra which recorded for Edison. 

In July, Dalhart sang that ancient 
tear-jerker, “In the Baggage Coach 
Ahead” (written by a Negro pull- 
man porter, Gussie L. Davis), and 
combined it with “Many, Many Years 
Ago.” By October Dalhart’s Diamond 
Disc popularity was reaching full 


tide, for he had no less than four 
double-faced records of _hill-billy 
tunes besides singing the refrain of 
the dance record of “Red Hot Henry 
Brown.” 

The hill-billies were “The Chain 
Gang Song,” written by Bob Massey, 
and doubled with “The New River 
Train.” (This song, named for a 
slow train that runs through the 
mountains of Southwest Virginia, 
was copied from one of Henry Whit- 
ter’s Okeh records). Also, “The Lit- 
tle Rosewood Casket,” and “The Pic- 
ture That Is Turned Toward The 
Wall;” “She’s Comin’ ’Round the 
Mountain,” and “The Boston Bur- 
glar;” and finally, “The John T. 
Scopes Trial,” coupled with one of 


Dalhart’s best sellers, “The Death 
of Floyd Collins.” 
The latter gruesome opus, com- 


memorating the death in a mountain 
cave of a young Kentucky man, was 
written by an Atlanta, Ga., blind min- 
ister, the Rev. Andrew Jenkins, and 
his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Irene Spain. 
Jenkins himself was a popular Okeh 
recording artist both under his own 
name and the slight disguise of 
“Blind Andy.” “Floyd Collins” swept 
the South almost as strongly as “The 
Wreck of the Old 97” had conquered 
it a year before. 

It will be seen from the foreyoing 
that Dalhart, besides relying heavily 
on such writers as Carson Robison 
and Andrew Jenkins, was reviving 
many old-time popular songs and 
singing them in the hill-billy vernac- 
ular. Some of his incidental touches 
were masterpieces, such as the droll 
way in which he dragged out “hus- 
band” in the final refrain of “The 
Baggage Coach Ahead.” 

These touches, however, may have 
made the more discerning country 
customers suspect he was having a 
bit of fun at the expense of the mu- 
sic they liked. I have often wondered 
if, in spite of the rich financial re- 
wards of singing hill-billies, Dalhart 
didn’t have many struggles with his 
artistic conscience. 

Dissatisfaction with the type of 
music to which he had descended, 
combined with overwork, may have 
caused the irritability and impatience 
which annoyed many of his fellow re- 
cording artists during this, his most 
successful period. 

Dalhart’s contribution to the No- 
vember, 1925, Edison list was even 
larger. He made both sides of four 
records and one side of a fifth. The 
combinations were “Dear, Oh Dear” 
and “The Sneeze Song,” “I Wish I 
Was a Single Girl Again,” and “Af- 
ter the Ball,” “The Wreck of the 
Shenandoah,” and “The Wreck of 
the 1256.” (Both written by Robi- 
son, who not only wrote songs con- 
cerning any ancient railroad wreck 
he could hear about, but also seized 
on current calamities, such as the 
wreck of the Shenandoah dirigible, 
for his inspiration); “Jesse James” 
and “The Ship That Never Re- 
turned,” and for the finale, “Casey 
Jones,” coupled with “Got the Rail- 
road Blues (But I Haven’t Got The 
Railroad Fare”), sung by Gene Au- 
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Charlie Bowman “Champion Fiddler 
of East Tennessee,” who made Bruns- 
wick, Columbia, Okeh, and Vocalion 
records, was a friend and admirer of 
Dalhart, He now lives in retirement 
at Union City, Ga.

stin with a piano accompaniment by 
Charles Bates. 

The October supplement included 
this statement: “So great is the de- 
mand for these unique records by 
Dalhart and Company that we have 
difficulty keeping up with it. Above 
are listed eight selections for which 
we have had countless requests.” 

By May, 1926, the number of Dal- 
hart’s monthly offerings was being 
curtailed, but there was no let-up in 
his popularity. This month was no- 
table for a record coupling “The 
Floyd Collins Waltz,” and “Better 
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Get Out Of My Way,” the latter an 
old-fashioned country dance tune. 

Both numbers were played by an 
instrumental group, Dalhart’s Texas 
Panhandlers, with vocal refrains by 
Dalhart and featuring Murray Kell- 
ner’s fiddling. Dalhart planned to 
turn out a series of records by this 
combination, but these two selections, 
which they recorded for most of the 
important companies, seem to be all 
they did. 

“Although Robison had accompa- 
nied Dalhart in all the Diamond 
Dises under discussion, he did not 
begin harmonizing his baritone voice 
with Dalhart’s tenor until No. 51807 
was issued in October, 1926. This 
combined two of his songs, “Just a 
Melody,” and “When You’re Far 
Away. 

The names Dalhart and Robison 
were thereafter printed in capital let- 
ters whenever they appeared togeth- 
er in an Edison supplement—a dis- 
tinction given to no other artist. In 
January, 1927, they sang “The Dy- 
ing Girl’s Message,” and “If I Could 
Hear My Mother Pray Again.” The 
catalog editor dryly remarked: “If 
you have tears, prepare to shed them 
now.” 

By the time this supplement ap- 
peared Edison was beginning to make 
records by a few authentic Southern 
musicians. There had already been 
a few by a Tennessee mountaineer, 
Fiddlin’ Powers, and his children. 
And just below the Dalhart-Robi- 
son duets were listed “John Henry” 
and “Wild Bill Jones” by Ernest V. 
Stoneman, a Galax, Va.. resident, 
who called himself “The Blue Ridge 
Mountaineer.” “Dad” Stoneman is 
still living in Maryland, but he re- 
turns each year to take part in a 
mountain music festival at Galax, 
which was also the home town of 
gd Whitter for most of Whitter’s 
ife. 

In February, 1927, Dalhart made 
an Edison record of two songs which 
had previously been popular with 
Southern patrons on, a Columbia disc 
by a North Carolina hill-billy, Char- 
lie Poole: “I’m the Man that Rode 
the Mule Around the World,” and 
“Can I Sleep in your Barn Tonight, 
Mister?” 

In March, Robison was represent- 
ed by his astonishing whistling rec- 
ord of “Nola,” and his own composi- 
tion, “Whistle-Itis.” April was 
marked by two of Dalhart’s best Edi- 
son numbers, which unlike most of 
his recordings, approached the true 
folk vein, “Don’t Let the Deal Go 
Down,” and “Bury Me Not on the 
Lone Prairie”—a song, he no doubt 
had heard many times during his 
boyhood ranch days in Texas. (The 
tenor always sounds a little home- 
sick to me when I hear his records 
of “I’d Like to be in Texas When 
They Round Up in the Spring”). 

Edison’s October supplement con- 
tained one of Carson Robison’s most 
successful songs, “My Blue Ridge 
Mountain Home,” sung by Dalhart 
and Robison — to follow the supple- 
ment style. It was coupled with anoth- 
er attractive Robison composition, 


“When the Moon Shines Down Upon 
the Mountain,” sung by Dalhart alone. 
On second record Dalhart sang “The 
Mississippi Flood,” and “The Wreck 
of the Number Nine,” both written 
by Robison. This is one of the few 
Edison records by Dalhart not in my 
collection. 

Mentioning “The Wreck of the 
Number Nine” reminds me of what 
I believe is the only time I ever felt 
that I was profiteering from the sale 
of a second-hand record. In June, 
1958, I received a letter from Mor- 
gan Seymour, a police officer of Car- 
mel, N. Y. Mr. Seymour, who col- 
lects everything associated with 
American railway trains of the steam 
locomotive era, said he had made a 
long but unsuccessful search for a 
copy of Dalhart’s record of ‘The 
Wreck of the Number Nine,” on any 
brand. 

He explained it had been one of 
his favorites when he was a boy and 
now he wanted it to play for his 
children. Despairing of ever finding 
the record in his home environment, 
he had turned to me because I lived 
in the South where such discs were 
more popular. He said he’d gladly 
pay $10 for a copy in good condition. 

It happened that I had an excel- 
lent Brunswick record of the number, 
which probably hadn’t cost me more 
than a dime. I replied to Mr. Sey- 
mour, telling him I’d let him have 
the record at his suggested price, 
and he promptly sent me $11—the 
extra dollar to cover the postage. 


Feeling pangs of conscience at 
what I felt was over-charging him, 
I also included a Domino record of 
the same song, not in as good condi- 
tion as the Brunswick, and there 
probably never was a box of records 
more carefully packed. Within a few 
days I received a happy letter from 
Mr. Seymour, saying the two had 
arrived safely and were being played 
over and over. 

Since then he has visited Roanoke, 
taking movies of old-time Norfolk 
and Western trains. We talked by 
phone but unfortunately had no 
chance to get together in person. My 
policeman friend probably will be in- 
terested to know that just a few 
days ago I found in a Goodwill store 
a Romeo record of “The Wreck of 
the Number Nine,” coupled witn “If 
Your Love Like the Rose Should Die” 
sung by Dalhart and Robison. 

But let me make it clear that Mr. 
Seymour doesn’t want to pay $10, or 
anything like it, for other Dalhart 
records. He offered that price only 
because the record had sentimental 
associations for him and he hadn’t 
been able to find it in New York. He 
is not interested in buying other Dal- 
hart records, and neither am I. So 
please don’t send us record lists and 
ask us to quote “best price!” 

Late in 1957 Edison published a 
folder giving a list of all the hill- 
billy Diamond Discs that had been is- 
sued up to then. Some were not real- 
ly hill-billies, but renditions of old- 
time popular songs or later songs in 
the old-fashioned manner. 
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Included were one by Gene Aus- 
tin; eight by Austin and George Re- 
neau;10 by John Baltzell, “champion 
old-time fiddler;” two by Al Ber- 
nard; six by another fiddler, Jasper 
Bisbee; two by the Dixie Mountai- 
neers; four by Fiddlin’ Powers and 
Family; 10 by Henry Ford’s Old- 
Time Dance Orchestra! one by Er- 
nest Hare; one by Charles Harri- 
son; two by Harvey Hindermyer, and 
Earle Tuckerman; two by Kaplan’s 
Melodists; one by the Sam Patterson 
Trio; two by Manuel Romain; ‘eight 
by Allen Sisson, “Champion Fiddler 
of Tennessee;” 14 by Ernest V. Stone- 
man; seven by Stoneman and the 
Dixie Mountaineers—and 58 by Dal- 
hart, three by Dalhart and Robi- 
son, and two by Dalhart’s Texas 
Panhandlers! 

Unintentionally, I skipped past the 
July, 1927, Edison supplement in 
which Dalhart had two double-faced 
records: “The Crepe on the Old Cab- 
in Door,” coupled with “Kennie Wag- 
ner’s Surrender” (the latter referring 
to a notorious East Tennessee des- 
perado who, I believe, is still liv- 
ing); and “Lindbergh, the Eagle of 
the U.S.A.,” doubled with “Lucky 
Lindy.” 

The latter two songs, of course, 
hymned Charles A Lindbergh’s suc- 
cessful flight to France in May, 1927. 
Dalhart’s restrained versions of the 
hastily contrived tunes were less im- 
pressive than the two rousing, heav- 
ily amplified ones which Irving Kauf- 
man made for Okeh under the name 
of Noel Taylor and which were on 
sale within 10 days after Lindbergh 
landed. 

My old friend, the late E. W. 

(Jack) Reedy of Marion, Va., 
made Victor and Brunswick records 
as a member of the Blue Ridge Ram- 
blers and Jack Reedy and His 'Walk- 
er’s Mountain String Band (Walker’s 
Mountain is a few miles from my 
former home in Marion). He used 
to tell me with pride of how he met 
Dalhart in Brunswick’s New York 
studios, when, as Jack phrased it, 
“he was puttin’ on ‘Lucky Lindy’ 
and ‘Lindbergh, the Eagle of the 
USA.’” 
Jack recalled Carson Robison as 
the guitar player, and said the fid- 
dler was “a little Jewish fellow from 
Brooklyn’? — probably Murray Kell- 
ner. Jack always insisted that Dal- 
hart, in a friendly conversation, 
asked him where he was from, and 
when Jack replied “Virginia,” Dal- 
hart retorted, “If you’re just from 
Virginia you don’t know anything 
about the South. You ought to see 
Georgia, where I came from!” 

I told Jack that Dalhart wasn’t 
from Georgia, he was from Texas, 
but my friend insisted with some 
heat that Georgia was what Dalhart 
had said, and he couldn’t be con- 
vinced otherwise. Until he died it 
was one of Jack’s proudest recollec- 
tions that he had actually shaken 
hands with the man who stood far 
above anybody else at that time in 
the hill-billy record field. 

Jack shared the common hill-billy 
musician’s belief that Dalhart had

VARIETY OF 
CHINA-HEADED 
DOLLS 


By CLARA H. FAWCETT 


Some day the china-headed doll 
will come into its own. Late china- 
heads with common hairdo can read- 
ily be found. Fancy heads in china, 
however, are far more rare than the 
fancies in what collectors call Pari- 
an, and in French bisque. 

Of late chinas have been by-passed 
in favor of the French Bru and the 
French Fashion doll, so-called. This 
may be due partly to the fact that 
many collectors do not realize the 


intriguing variety of the china-head, 
and partly to the fact that both the 
Bru and the “lady of fashion” are 
more readily available, despite their 
high cost. 

But quite aside from different hair- 
dos and facial expressions, there is 
great variety in construction. There 
are glass-eyed chinas, sleeping-eyed 
ones, swivel necks on china shoulders, 
and a swive! neck china to be insert- 
ed into a cloth body. 

A bald head may have a wig at- 
tached, (see No. 15) or hair inserted 
in a slit at the top of the head. 
Some of the bald heads have a black 
patch at the ton. Hairdos have mould- 
ed-on flowers (some in color), leaves, 
loops, ribbons, beads, bows, buns, ti- 
aras, and what-have-you. 

The reason we see more of the 
fancies in Parian type bisque is be- 
cause the latter came later. Also it 
is easier to show fine modelling when 
glaze is left off. 

Unless the head is meant to be that 
of a small child, late china-heads 
have short necks and squat shoulders. 
The earlier ones have long slender 
necks and deep shoulders. 

Mrs. Joseph Mallon of Philadelphia 
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has some interesting china dolls. 
Some of these are pictured in pho- 
tographie reproductions 1-8. 

No. 1 has the squat neck of the 
late china-headed doll, although this 
one has a fancy high hairdo. The pe- 
riod is late 1870’s or early 1880’s. 

No. 2 shows two examples of what 
collectors call “the Sophia Smith 
doll.” Corkscrew ringlets stop abrupt- 
ly at the ends, forming a ridge. 

The one on the left in the pho- 
tograph evidently was made to rep- 
resent a child; the other with a more 
oval face, a young woman. Sophia 
Smith of Smith College was said to 
have owned a doll like this, and more 
than one collector claims to have the 
original “Sophia Smith” doll. 

No. 8 is a picture of two rare chi- 
na-headed “boys” with brush marks 
at the temple. The writer has one 
such doll with hair parted on the 
right, and fine brush marks at the 
temple. Its date is about 1860. 

No. 4, right, ca. 1860, is one of 
the rarest of the china-headed “play” 
dolls. Hair is twisted at the 
sides looped up at the back, 
and fastened with a comb. The orig- 
inal owner called it Eugenie. The

No. 5 is a little more common than 
No. 4, but is by no means a common 
doll. The late Mrs. Clear of Califor- 
nia, who originally owned Humpty 
Dumpty Doll Hospital, called this 
doll “Spill Curls,” a very pretty doll. 

No. 6 is a most desirable “pink 
lustre” china-headed doll with the 
coveted “bun.” She has a long, slen- 
der neck and lovely oval face. Mrs. 
Clear reproduced this doll under the 
name “Jenny Lind,” but Mrs. Mal- 
lon’s dolls are original. 


No. 7, an unusual “baby” china- 
headed doll, boasts a swivel neck on 
china shoulders. China legs are shoe- 
less with perfectly modelled toes. 

No. 8 is an aristocrat with bright 
tiara on her black tresses. 

No. 9, Annabelle is one of the chi- 
na-heads of the 19th century made so 


big and heavy they could have been 
meant only for the older girl who 
wished to make costumes for the 
doll. This head would take a 30 inch 
body. 

The china is heavy, the hairdo most 
elaborate. There are puffs in front, 
with a comb between. At the rear, 
three big curls hang down over a loop 


at the neck. 


No. 10. Lady Eleanor’s claim to 
rarity is the curl hanging down on 
either side of the head in combina- 
tion with the snood and tassels. It 
is not too unusual to find a doll with 
a snood, but the addition of the long 
curl is rare. 

All of these “snood” dolls, which 
appeared between 1850 and 1865, are 
fine collectors’ items. Most of them 
have brush marks at the temples. 

No. 11, Louise, is another rare chi- 
na-head. All three of these dolls are 
brunettes. 


Nos. 12 and 13 are of fine china, 
and are of average size. “Mary” was 
named after Mary (Mrs. Joseph) 
Mallon, as she has a similar doll 
in her collection. 

Jenifer, whose long, finely etched 
ringlets put her in the upper bracket 
of the ringletted dolls, was offered 
for sale in New York City about 20 
years ago. She has a long slender 
neck and the body of an early doll, 
with tiny waist and the proportions 
of an adult. Her period is about 1830. 

It is doubtful if any china-headed 
dolls were made in commercial quan- 
tities before 1709. That is the year 
hard-paste china was discovered in 
Europe. 

Its discoverer, Bottger, was em- 
ployed at the royal factory in Meis- 
sen. To this city the porcelain fac-

A Meissen doll head is very rare. 
One is owned by Mrs. Henry Dia- 
mant of New York City, who bought 
it at the Meissen factory in 1914. 

It has the short hair women wore 
at the end of the French Revolution 
and is said to be of that period. The 
eyes are brown, head flesh colored, 
and the hair brownish grey. 

Rarely are old doll heads marked, 
but this one shows crossed swords 
in blue on the underside of the shoul- 
ders, a mark of the Meissen factory. 
See Janet Johl’s “More About Dolls,” 
page 113. Sketch No. 14 is similar. 

Another mark of a royal or ex- 
tremely rare doll is that of the King’s 
Porcelain Manufactories, a spread- 
eagle with the name surrounding it 
in a circle. One such has been found 
with a braided coil of auburn hair 
and a garland of flowers in color. 

Still another mark found on a 
fine, unusual old doll is like an in- 
verted question mark with lines run- 
ning through the circular part of the 
design. The doll, called “Folly” by 
her owner, Mrs. Robert Magann of 
Richmond, Va., has such a mark. See 
No. 16 photographie reproduction. 

All three of these dolls are of es- 
pecially fine china. Each has a long 
slender neck and modelled breast, 
head tipped forward slightly in a 
natural position, and all the marks 
are in blue. 

It is hardly probable that these 
fine works of art were ever meant 
as playthings for children. Rather 
they were for the boudoir, or for 
display under a glass dome. 

The most appealing old china dolls 
are those that were actually played 
with by children of the long ago. 
There is enough variety in these play 
dolls to satisfy the quest for the rare 
and quaint old china doll.

More Talk About Time 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


When one has devoted as much 
time and energy to the task of try- 
ing to interest people in the laudable 
and satisfying hobby of collecting old 
time-pieces, as I have, it is well to 
stop and take stock of the results. 

I have been writing articles for 
HOBBIES Magazine on a monthly 
basis for a period of nearly 10 years. 
The sum total of this effort amounts 
to nearly a million words which, if 
published in book form, would make 
a sizable library of 25 to 30 full- 
sized volumes. c 

The subject has been discussed in 
ordinary layman’s language and from 
almost every conceivable angle. I 
must believe that this material has 
been widely read since there have 
been an uncounted number of letters 
from people who have said they en- 
joyed reading it. 

When I read the letters that come 
to me every day of the year there 
seems to be very little difference in 
the tone of this correspondence from 
that which came to me in the ear- 
liest days of my writing. 

This, of course, makes me wonder 
whether or not the things I have 
said in print have made any kind 
of impression on my readers. There 
still appears to be very little real 
understanding of the subject, or 


- on the changes and 


should I say, there is a great amount 
of misunderstanding of the subject. 

I am well aware of the fact that 
to be a successful collector of old 
time-pieces there is a requirement 
for more technical knowledge than 
one must have in many other seg- 
ments of the antiques business. It 
may be worthy of note that many 
consider clocks to be in the category 
of furniture. For instance, you will 
find that clocks are extensively dealt 
with in Wallace Nutting’s “Furni- 
ture Treasury,” and Miller’s “Amer- 
ican Antique Furniture.” 

It should not be so very difficult 
to attain a broad conception of the 
subject of collectable time-pieces. We 
know that mechanical clocks have 
been made from about 1400, and that 
watches were made soon after. 

It has been customary to divide 
this long period, in which mechan- 
ical time-pieces have been made, into 
several different periods. These in- 
clude the one-hand period, the two- 
hand period, and other periods based 
improvements 
that were responsible for consider- 
able readjustments of the mechan- 
ical design and functioning of clock 
and watch mechanism. 

It is, perhaps, an over simplifica- 
tion to reduce these periods to two, 
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but that is just what I would like 
to do. The first period would be that 
in which all time-pieces, both clocks 
and watches, were pretty much made 
by hand, and the duration of this 
period would be from 1400 to about 
1815. The second period would be 
from 1815 to the present, and in this 
period the time-pieces were manufac- 
tured in quantities, by factory meth- 
ods. 

It should be quite obvious that the 
items from the hand-made period 
would be most desirable as collectors 
items. These pieces, naturally, would 
be older. Since they were made in 
smaller quantities there certainly 
would be more and greater variations 
in mechanical design, workmanship, 
and construction. 

As a matter of fact, this period 
provides an almost infinite variety 
in case design and decorations. This 
was inevitable, of course, because so 
many individuals were engaged, as 
principals in the industry. 

It might be said that the first pe- 
riod was characterized by the fact 
that a great number of people, each 
making only a comparatively few 
time-pieces, were actively engaged. 
During the second period, a compar- 
atively few manufacturers, each mak- 
ing time-pieces in great quantities, 
were so engaged. 

‘Individual artistry or craftsman- 
ship will always produce products 
or items of distinctive individuality. 
Mass production inevitably is con- 
ducive to sameness. 

While we are discussing the rela- 
tive merits of individual production 
and mass production, it should be 
noted that the older products of hand 
craftsmanship do present much great- 
er problems in the matter of repair 
and restoration than do the later 
products of the machine age. 

The possibility of fitting a part 
from one old clock or watch into 
another, even of the same age and 
general characteristics, is almost 
nil. This often can be done with mod- 
ern mechanisms. Missing pieces from 
the cases of old clocks are very diffi- 
cult to replace because in most in- 
stances, we do not know exactly what 
the original case looked like. 

With imagination and a knowledge 
of contemporary design we can come 
up with acceptable approximations. 
Since the later machine-made prod- 
ucts follow designs of great similar- 
ity, this problem is not so acute. 

I do not seem to be able to get 
across the immensity of this subject 
of old clocks and watches, It realiy 
does stagger the imagination. The 
most comprehensive list of European 
clock and watch-maxkers (and _ this 
covers the so-called hand-made pe- 
riod from about 1400 to 1840 or 1850) 
comprises more than 35,000 names, 
and every one admits that it is far 
from complete. 

The list of known American mak- 
ers is well above 6,000 and it, too, is 
far from complete. The American 
list, incidentally, carries into the ear- 
ly part of the 20th century and in- 
cludes the makers of manufactured 
clocks. The lists are so large, of 
course, because of the fact that so 
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many people were engaged in the 
industry during the hand-made pe- 
riod. 

During the first, or hand-made pe- 
riod in Europe, watches and clocks 
were made in all countries; in fact, 
one might also say, in almost every 
city and town in each country. These 
early products, in the main, were 
made for local consumption in the 
general area in which they were pro- 
duced. 

There was no mass market for 
time-pieces, and no means to satisfy 
a mass market if it had existed. 
Commerce between the various coun- 
tries was not extensive. 

As time went on, two countries did 
develop an export trade. In doing so, 
they found ways to produce in great- 
er quantities, mainly through the use 
of more apprentices and the speciali- 
zation of various people in making 
certain parts which could be assem- 
bled into complete time-pieces at a 
central point. 

The work, however, was still hand- 
made. In this period, there was only 
the faintest suggestion of quantity 
production methods. 

The two exporting countries were 
England and Switzerland. English 
makers produced time-pieces for ex- 
port to the Orient. Switzerland con- 
centrated, more or less, on the Near 
and Middle East, and the Baltic coun- 
tries. 

The Chinese duplex escapement 
watches one sometimes finds were 
made in England for sale in the 
Orient. It is also possible to find 
Swiss-made watches with Turkish 
numerals on the dial. I once had a 
Swiss-made Calendar watch with the 
dial set up in Finnish. 

These territorial divisions are only 
general. J have a very early Eng- 
lish-made Lantern clock with Tur- 
kish numerals on the dial and Tur- 
kish decorations in the spandrels and 
the side doors. 

The history of American time-piec- 
es begins much later, of course. There

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were very few watches made in 
America during the first period, or 
prior to 1850. When one is found it 
should be held under suspicion until 
proved to be genuine. 

It is not too uncommon to find a 
fusee and verge watch bearing the 
name of an American maker with a 
movement that is unmistakably of 
English origin. There are, of course, 
some watches that were hand-imade 
in America, but be careful in authen- 
ticating them. 

The first production of watches in 
this country by machine methods 
came about the middle of the 19th 
century. Subsequent to that time, 
all American watches are factory 
made. 

American clocks present a some- 
what different picture. Hand-made 
clocks were made in this country 
from about the middle of the 18th 
century. These earliest American 
clocks were mainly Tall or Grand- 
father clocks. Comparatively small 
quantities of Shelf and Banjo clocks 
were turned out by the Willards, and 
some others. Almost every town and 
hamlet in the early Colonies had its 
clock-maker; some are known and 
others are not. 

The products of these early Amer- 
ican nfakers also must be considered 
with some caution. Not all of them 
were actually clock-makers. Many 
were merely cabinet-makers who made 
cases and fitted them with movements 
made by others, often movements im- 
ported from England. 

The first factory clocks were made

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about 1815 by Eli Terry, also Seth 
Thomas, and soon by many others. 
From that time on, nearly all Amer- 
ican clocks were quantity production 
clocks. 

There is no clear dividing line be- 
tween the hand-made period and the 
machine-made period There is al- 
ways overlapping in both production 
methods and in design. 

One cannot say that all clocks and 
watches of the first period are good, 
and that all products of the second 
period are bad. It can be said only 
that the earlier hand-made time-piec- 
es are, in general, more interesting. 

Some of the factory-made clocks 
are very much in demand today, such 
as the early clocks by Terry, Thom- 
as, and others. Even the much later 
Calendar clocks by Ithaca, Welsh

made “over $6,000,000” from his rec- 
ords. That, of course, was a gro- 
tesque exaggeration. ; 

Jack Reedy’s mention of Georgia 
reminds me of something that puz- 
zles me, I once met J. Frank Smith, 
who headed a company of “Sacred 
Singers” that made some highly pop- 
ular Columbia records. He told me 
that Dalhart was a member of the 
troupe at one time during his record- 
ing career. 

Our talk was hurried, and I didn’t 
ask for particulars. [ wish now I 
had. But it’s inconceivable to me that 
Dalhart could ever have taken part 
in the wanderings of a group of 
country musicians after he had be- 
come such a successful recording ar- 
tist that he must have sung both day 
and. night to fill all his engagements. 
Perhaps he made a few “courtesy ap- 
pearances” with the Sacred Singers 
when he and Ed Smalle toured the 
South in 1924. 

Another folk musician who remem- 
bers with pleasure more than one 
meeting with Dalhart is 71-year-old 
Charlie Bowman, who has lost a leg 
in recent years and now lives a 
shut-in- life in Union City, Ga. Char- 
lie began making Columbia, Okeh, 
Brunswick, and Vocalion records as 
fiddler for Al Hopkins’ Buckle Buster 
and as the leader of Charlie Bowman 
and His Buddies in the 1920’s when 
he lived in Johnson City, Tenn. 

He says he won more fiddling 
awards than any other competing mu- 
sician. Charlie also has two daugh- 
ters, Pauline and Jennie, who made 
Columbia records in their teens, and, 
as their fond father says, “were for 
years the best-known kids in East 
Tennessee.” Charlie wrote the fol- 
lowing in a letter to me: 

“T knew Dalhart very well—met 
him in New York on one of my rec- 
ording dates and several occasions 
later. He was a very nice fellow to 
talk to, and was a very good mouth- 
harp player and singer—very serious 
about his recording work along with 
Carson Robison. Vernon was high 
tempered. He would fly off the han- 
dle if he made a mistake while mak- 
ing a recording, but he only got mad 
at himself. I have sat in the studio 
with him while he was recording.” 

Although, as will be seen in the 
concluding installment, Dalhart’s 
popularity took a tail spin after 1927, 
his appeal probably held up with Edi- 
son record buyers better than with 
any other group, and his name con- 
tinued to appear regularly in the 
Diamond Disc lists until the final 
supplement appeared late in 1929. 
Well before that time, however, he 
had lost the invaluable services of 
Carson Robison. But prior to relat- 
ing their unfortunate estrangement 
it would be well to turn back a few 
years and briefly discuss some of his 
recordings for Victor and other com- 
panies. 

For the moment, however, let’s go 
overseas and chuckle at some of the 
reviews of Dalhart records that ap- 
peared in the Gramophone and Talk- 


ing Machine News of the late 1920’s 
and early 1930’s. I have already in- 
dicated Dalhart’s recordings won con- 
siderable popularity throughout the 
British Empire and continued to be 
issued in Australia and New Zealand 
for several years after his vogue had 
passed here. But they didn’t earn the 
approval of Ogilvie Mitchell, the 
bearded, cantankerous 80-year-old 
who, for many years, had done the 
reviewing for the T.M.N. Mitchell 
had an anti-American attitude which 
is glaringly obvious in what he said 
about the Daihart discs. 

I believe a Regal record, reviewed 
in May, 1926, must have been made 
by Dalhart and taken from Columbia 
matrices. If so, it gives us a new as- 
sumed name for him — Herbert 
VERNON. The songs, “A Boy’s Best 
Friend Is His Mother,” and “After 
the Ball,’”? had been recorded by Dal- 
hart for Columbia and other Amer- 
ican companies. Mr. Mitchell crustily 
wrote: 

“The first of these is a very old ditty 
of at least 40 years ago. . . Is Columbia 
sure that ‘After the Ball’ was by Charles 
K. Harris? We always understood it to 
have been written by George Le Brun. 
Herbert Vernon has a nice light tenor 
and sings with a curious accent.” 


The “curious accent” undoubtedly 
was American. And Mitchell must 
have been about the only person with 
some knowledge of popular music who 
didn’t believe Charies K. Harris wrote 
“After the Ball.” 


When Zonophone issued “The Gov- 
ernor’s Pardon,” and “The Engineer’s 
Child” in July, 1926, Mitchell said: 

“This is so very American in accent 
and intonation that we could hardly 
understand a word of either of the songs. 
We are told that the record will make a 
wide appeal. Well, perhaps so, but we 
doubt it.” 


It is interesting that in August 
Zonophone issued a record of “The 
Prisoner’s Song” as a “grand or- 
gan” solo by Spencer Shaw. 

In February, 1927, Dalhart had a 
Zonophone record, of “There’s a New 
Star in Heaven Tonight” (a pathetic 
tribute to the late Rudolf Valentino) 
and Carson Robison’s song, “An Old- 
Fashioned Picture.” Said Mitchell: 

“If, as we are told, this gentleman 
specializes in this type of song, we are 
sorry for the poor people who have to 
listen to him.” 


In July, 1927, when Dalhart and 
Robison were represented with Zo- 
nophone duets of “Far Away In Ha- 
waii,” and “Just a Melody,” the re- 
viewer wrote: 


“These two American entertainers en- 
tertain after their own fashion, which is 
not ours. Those who prefer American 
style to our own will revel over this 
record.” 


(A few years later Robison and 
his Pioneers went to England and 
were sensationally successful on rec- 
ords, stage and radio. It is amusing 
to find Mitchell shortly after the 
foregoing remarks appeared referring 
to the Southern-born Gene Austin as 
being a “whispering baritone, with 
a rich Coney Island accent.” 

In December, 1928 Zonophone 
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brought out a record of “Climbin’ Up 
De Golden Stairs” by Dalhart, Bob- 
ison, and Hood, and “Little Green 
Valley” by Dalhart and Robinson. Mr. 
Mitchell snorted: 

“Except for the inclusion of the word, 
‘golden,’ in the first title, we cannot 
imagine the reason for the inclusion of 
the jews-harp in the above, especially 
as we are unable to distinguish the pe- 
culiar tone (if any) among the rest of 
the twangs. . . For the rest the disc is 
sprightly enough—well sung and aéd- 
mirably recorded.” 


Dalhart was virtually a has-been 
in the States by December, 1930, but 
in that month Regal issued a record 
of him and Miss Hood singing “The 
Deacon’s Prayer,” which was per- 
formed in jazz style, with a “hot” 
accompaniment, despite its religious 
title and “Hallelujah! There’s a Rain- 
bow in the Sky.” It wasn’t reviewed. 

In June, 1930, Dalhart, singing on 
an Imperial record as The Lone Star 
Ranger, got a fairly favorable re- 
view of “Eleven More Months and 
Ten More Days.” This humorous 
number, written by Arthur Fields 
and Fred Hall, was one of the best 
of Dalhart’s later offerings. It was 
combined with “Song of the Con- 
demned,” by the Radio Imps, Gerald 
Macy and Ed Smalle. By this time 
Mitchell’s health had failed and Hu- 
bert S. Ryan had taken his place as 
the reviewer. Ryan said: 

‘ The Song of the Condemned’... is 
a little melodrama in itself, with a grim 
background, and is most effectively done. 
The number on the reverse side is more 
conventional, but almost equally well 
rendered. This disc, unless I am much 
mistaken, is going to prove a tremendous 


success.”

Rochester’s first silversmith 
was Erastus Cook, who came 
here in 11815 and rented a room 
from Jehiel Barnard, the first 
tailor in a small building near 
the Reynolds Arcade.

Henry, of Newton Square, Pa., as 
curator of transportation for the 
Henry Ford Museum and Greenfield 
Village near Detroit, Mich., has been 
announced by Dr. Donald A. Shel- 
ley, executive director.

Cyclecar—1912. Looking at these 
cars with their gleaming finish, 
sumptuous upholstery, and polished 
brass, it seems difficult to believe 
that the continued existence of the 
automobile was once considered so 
uncertain that one man _ actually 
built his car in the shape of a horse 
and even Henry Ford, not daring to 
believe that his Tin Lizzie had put 
the horse out to pasture for good, 
twice entered into negotiations for 
the sale of his company! 

Some of the hazards facing the 
early motorist can be seen from the 
posters, paintings, prints, and litho- 
graphs assembied by the Museum 
for this exhibit. It would seem from 
these pictures that wherever it went 
the horseless carriage attracted an 
audience but that its luckless driver, 
usually in the midst of some dire 
predicament occasioned by the not 
infrequent collapse of his machine, 
was less likely to arouse the sympa- 
thy than the ire of the local popu- 
lace. The automobile, however, was 
making it possible for many to ex- 
plore beyond the limits of their 
home town for the first time and this 
excitement more than compensated 
for any difficulties. The pleasures of 
tooling along in a fine new car are 
delightfully portrayed in the Mu- 
seum’s collection of contemporary 
advertisements and photographs, In- 
cluded among the latter are a selec- 
tion from the Museum’s Percy C. 
Byron Collection of which two, a 
scene from the 1905 production of 
“Man and Superman” and a photo- 
graph of Showgirls in a 1906 Stude- 
baker, have been enlarged and re- 
produced as photomurals. 

To complete the picture of the pe- 
riod, this exhibit shows many mo- 
toring artifacts and parts of early 
automobiles, ranging from a collec- 
tion of horns and headlamps to mi- 
lady’s vanity case. This luxurious 
case, equipped with every conceiv- 
able necessity for repairing the ef- 
fects of the journey, is significant 
for it was not until nearly 1912 that 
primping and powdering ever took 
place outside the sanctity of the 
boudoir!

A mechanical bank with a more or 
less charitable motif is our choice 
as No. 88 in the numerical classifica- 
tion of mechanical banks. This bank 
is the Peg-Leg Beggar and it is 
rather appropriate in its representa- 
tion of the typical street type of 
beggar who was a common sight in 
our cities throughout the country 
some years ago. 

The subject matter of the Peg-Leg 
Beggar has a counterpart in another 
mechanical bank, namely Patronize 
The Blind Man And His Dog (HOB- 
BIES, March, 1955). Here we have 
the blind man appealing for coins 
which, when given to him, are 
thoughtfully taken from his hands 
by his dog and deposited safely 
away. 

The theme of charity in both the 
Peg-Leg Beggar and Patronize The 
Blind Man And His Dog had and 
still have a definite appeal to any 
person or child in stimulating the 
desire to put a coin in either of the 
banks. This is a worthwhile feature 
and of considerable interest to the 
collector when one considers the fact 
that these two mechanical banks, as 
compared with the other known me- 
chanical banks, have an entirely dif- 
ferent approach to the underlying 
objective of all mechanical banks, and 
that is the encouragement to formu- 
late the habit of saving one’s money. 

The, Peg-Leg Beggar is unfortun- 
ately another one of the banks whose 
background is an unknown quantity. 

Neither the designer or manufac- 
turer is known and there are no out- 
standing characteristics about the 
bank that lead to any particular de- 
signer or concern. Also there are no 
markings of any kind on the bank 
that possibly might offer a clue as 
to its origin. 

Fortunately, however, we can def- 
initely establish the period in which 
the bank was made. Ehrich’s Fash- 


“ jon Quarterly for the Summer of 


1880 pictures the bank for sale and 
describes it as follows: 


“The Beggar Bank. Represents a 
one-legged negro sitting with his hat 
in his hands begging. On dropping 
a coin into the hat it instantly dis- 
appears, while the beggar nods his 
head in acknowledgement.” It is also 
interesting to note that Ehrich’s sold 
this bank for 50 cents each and 
priced it as such in the same 1880 
advertisement. 

The bank shown has been in the 
writer’s collection for a number of 
years and it is entirely original and 
in fine condition. The figure of the 
beggar sits on a box-like base and 
this base has perforations in the 
sides. A screw through this base 
holds the bank together as it is 
made in two halves, and the head 
pivots at the neck and is held in 
place by these halves. Coins are 
removed from the bank by loosening 
the screw and taking the bank apart. 

The finish on the bank is in a 
good state of preservation. The 
clothes of the beggar, as well as the 
box-like seat, are a copper bronze- 
like color. His right shoe, peg-leg, 
hat, hands, and face are all black. 
There are also black buttons down 
each side of the front of his over- 
coat. Between the lapels of his coat 
there is a white shirt-l*tze efféct and 
this has red edging in the center. 
His mouth is red and his eyes white 
with black pupils. 

As to the operation of the bank, 
this has already been fairly well 
covered in the quote from the orig- 
inal ad in Ehrich’s Fashion Quar- 
terly. The coin when dropped into 
the hat goes through a slot and en- 
gages a balanced lever that is fas- 
tened to the head of the figure. The 
weight of the coin tilts the lever 
back causing the head to tilt forward 
as though nodding in thanks for the 
coin. 

The Peg-Leg Beggar is a simple 
but very interesting bank and rather 
difficult to find in good original 
condition. It is a desirable mechan- 
ical bank to have in a collection.

Spring & Co., and others, are eager- 
ly purchased ‘by collectors. Many of 
the foreign clocks of the last half 
of the 19th century are quite pop- 
ular because of the attractive de- 
signs and superb workmanship. 

I do not believe that ‘any one is 
qualified to say outright exactly what 
is collectable and what is not. The 
field is too immense in scope and the 
interests of collectors are too varied. 

The new collector, however, must 
make a start somewhere. Just where 
to make the start is, of course, the 
problem. Probably, he or she, should 
start by picking up a few inexpen- 
sive items that appear to have some 
interest. 

This will lead to further study 
and an increase in knowledge. Grow- 
ing knowledge of the subject then, 
will set up guide-posts for future ac- 
tivities and acquisitions. There is no 
substitute for experience and knowl- 
edge, and no easy way to get it. 

In these informal discussions of 
the hobby of collecting old time-piec- 
es, I do not attempt to disseminate 
specific information that would be 
helpful with any particular problem. 
In this one rather, I am trying to 
create a perspective of the subject 
in general which may help some one 
to gain for himself, a concept that 
will guide him into a very satisfying 
hobby.

THE CAMPAIGN 
OF 1860: 
PRELUDE TO THE 
CIVIL WAR 


Few presidential campaigns have 
aroused the intense interest that ex- 
tended to every section of the coun- 
try one hundred years ago. With the 
threat of southern secession and 
Civil war a distinct possibility, the 
campaign and election served only 
to emphasize how deep the line of 
cleavage between the industrial 
North and agrarian, slave-holding 
South had become. This crucial pe- 
riod is dramatized in a special exhi- 
bition titled “The Campaign of 1860: 
Prelude to the Civil War,” which 
opened, September 13th at The New- 
York Historical Society Central Park 
West and 77th Street. 

The exhibit begins with the back- 
ground of the election, pictorially set- 
ting forth the issues and events of 
the years immediately preceeding 
1860 that became dominant in the 
campaign. Exhibited are excerpts 
from the Lincoln-Douglas debates, a 
photograph of John Brown, a broad- 
side advertising Harriet Beecher 
Stowe’s “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” an 
engraving of a slave auction printed 
in the Illustrated London News, car- 
toons like the one titled “Liberty, the 
fair maid of Kansas, in the hands 
of Border Ruffians” (the civil war, 
in Kansas), and maps depicting the 
distribution of slavery in the country 
prior to 1860. 

The show, however, is primarily 
concerned with the actual campaign. 
It is not always remembered that 
there were four, not two, candidates 
in the election. In the Democratic 
convention at Charleston (April, 
1860) no one could achieve the two- 
thirds majority necessary for the 
nomination. Meeting iat Baltimore in 
June the party split: one faction, 
composed mainly of northern dele- 
gates nominated Douglas and stood 
by popular sovereignty; the others, 
composed almost exclusively of South- 
erners, nominated John C. Breckin- 
ridge of Kentucky, and called for the 
protection of slavery in all the ter- 
ritories. Lincoln, of course, was the 
Republican nominee at the “wig- 
wam” convention in Chicago. A 
fourth party, the “Constitutional 
Union Party,” was a moderate group 
which recognized “no political prin- 
ciple other than the Constitution of 
the country, the union of the States, 
and the enforcement of the laws.” 
Nominating for President John Bell 
of Tennessee, and for Vice-President 
Edward Everett of Massachusetts, 
the party had a strong appeal for 
thoughtful conservatives who could 
see in a more forthright stand only 
disunion and conflict. 

Included in the exhibit are por- 
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Campaign ribbons promoting each of the four candidates: Breckinridge, Lincoln, 


Bell and Everett, and Douglas.

halls where they were nominated. 
Also d‘-played are campaign posters, 
song sheets, broadsides, extracts of 
speeches, newspaper accounts of the 
campaign, and some devastating po- 
litical caricatures of the candidates 
by the firm of Currier and Ives. 
Other campaign memorabilia exhi- 
bited are tokens, buttons, ribbons,

Speaking” from the painting by 
George Caleb Bingham, a first edi- 
tion of Lincoln’s famous Cooper 
Union Address, and ia Lincoln souv- 
enir kerchief. 

The North and South held virtual- 
ly separate elections, and the pop- 
ular vote was badly divided. \Although 
Lincoln’s electoral majority was 180 
to 123, he received only 40 per cent 
of the popular vote and his opponents 
obtained nearly a million more pop- 
ular votes than their successful rival. 
A map in the exhibit will show the 
distribution of the popular vote, 
which was as follows: 


Lincoln 1,866,452 
Douglas 1,376,957 
Breckinridge 849,781 
Bell 588,879 


The significant fact about the elec- 
tion was that both the North and 
South had voted for radical action. 
The combined vote of Lincoln and 
Breckinridge was 2,716,238, while the 
combined vote of the candidates who 
urged a middle course, Douglas and 
Bell, was only 1,965,331. On Decem- 
ber 20, South Carolina seceded from 
the Union with six other states soon 
to follow. On display is a photograph 
of the inauguration in Montgomery, 
Ala., of Jefferson Davis, chosen in 
February, 1861, as the first president 
of the Confederate States of Amer- 
ica. 

The show concludes with Lincoln’s 
inauguration in March. Reproductions 
of Thomas Nast’s humorous sketches 
of the inauguration ceremonies are 
exhibited, and the exhibition ends 
with a photograph of Lincoln taking 
the oath of office in front of the 
capitol with the new dome symbolical- 
ly only half-completed. Civil War 
would erupt the following month. 

There is no admission charge to 
see the exhibition, which is open to 
the public daily (except Monday) 
1 to 5, Saturday 10 to 5, and Sunday 
1 to 5. It closes November 18th.

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SILVER and OTHER METALS 
Metal Sculpture of Greater India 


Since the time of Mohenjo-Daro 
the craftsmen of India have used the 
cire perdue (lost wax) technique to 
cast bronze images. Few examples 
from the early periods are in exist- 
ence today; in fact the figure of the 
little dancing girl from Mohenjo- 
Daro is the oldest. Next come those 
of the Gupta period (320-490 A.D.), 
the Golden Age of Indian sculpture. 

The art of casting copper statues 
on a larger scale was practiced with 
considerable success. |A copper image 
of Buddha, about 80 feet high, was 
erected at Nalanda in Bihar at the 
close of the sixth century. 

The technique of casting metal 
figures in the Gupta period can be 
observed by examining the 714-foot 
copper image of the Sultanganj 
Buddha, which is now in the Muse- 
um sand Art Gallery, Birmingham, 
England. This casting seems to have 
been made in two layers. 

The inner layer was molded on 
a core made of a mixture of sand,

clay, chareoal and rice-husks. The 
sections of the layers were support- 
ed by iron rods about three-quarters 
of an inch thick. The outer layer 
of copper—cast on the inner layer 
—was made in several sections. 

North ‘Indian bronzes were com- 
monly cast according to the cire 
perdue technique. First, a model was 
earefully shaped in wax upon 2 
core. This form was completely con- 
structed in every detail of the fig- 
ure that was to result. 

It was then covered with damp 
clay. The entire form was dried and 
baked, causing the clay to become 
hard, and the wax to melt and flow 
through openings which had been 
provided in the clay walls. 

Molten metal was then poured into 
the mold, filling the space left by the 
melted wax. The outer form of clay 
was later broken away, leaving the 
cast bronze figure. 

The section which remained, when 
the clay core was removed, served

to contain a diminutive document, a 
miniature prayer scroll, or sacred 
bits of coral and turquoise—some- 
times rubies, and even pearls. The 
compartment was finally closed with 
a metal plate, frequently bearing an 
engraved decoration. 

Nepalese influence has been ex- 
tremely great, and it is often diffi- 
cult to distinguish between Chinese 
and Nepalese figure castings. If the 
bronze does not bear an inscription, 
there is one peculiarity by which the 
distinction can be discerned. Specific 
details of the design on the pedestal 
plate serve as identification symbols. 

The Tibetan miniature figure with 
11 heads, shown here, is a solid cast- 
ing. However, the small one-(half 
inch high) pedestal base, cast sep- 
arately, is hollow. 

This base contains: two fragments 
of brocade, which may be from a 
Lama’s garment; a particle of gold- 
leaf; two folded papers—one contain- 
ing a printed prayer or talisman, 
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Kwan Yin, Gilt Bronze, China, Ming Dynasty, 9 in. H.

and the other, a relic; consecrated 
seeds, and grains of rice; also sacred 
pebbles sarira. Pebbles such as these 
are said to be found in the ashes of 
holy men after cremation. 

Permanent casting molds are some- 
times used. Images made by this 
technique require skilled structural 
conditioning after they have been re- 
moved from the mold. Figure cast- 
ings of this type have a tendency to 
stiffness, and lack refinement. 

In contrast to the hollow castings 
of North India, the metal images of 
South India, in accordance with reli- 
gious convictions, are solid. A hol- 
low image of a deity would, it was 
believed, represent an empty act of 
worship—an insincere, incomplet of- 
fering. 

According to the Ceylonese Bud- 
dhist authoritative texts of the han- 
dicrafts, “No image, either of gold 
or of other metals, should be cast 
so they are hollow wrtnin. The fash- 
ioning of hollow images will result 
within a short time in the loss of 
wife and wealth and will lead to 
quarrels and famine.” 

Sculpture is often divided into two 
categories—the modeled or built-up, 
and the carved or cut-away. Bronze 
sculpture may be either of these, and 
in many instances is probably a com- 
bination of both techniques. 

A remarkable image is an original 
copper-gilt figure of the Bodhisattva 
Padmapani, or Avalokitesvara, aon 
Lord who looks down with pity,” 
the Calcutta Art Gallery. The eave 
is entirely built up of hammered 
copper; the tiara and ornaments are 
set with rubies, turquoise, lapis-lazu- 
li, and crystals. 

The expression of the face sug- 
gests Mongolian influence, but the 
whole inspiration of the image is 
Indian. Nepalese artists took this 
figure into Tibet about_the seventh 
or eighth century. 

The high tensile strength of bronze 
makes it possible to extend arms and 
other members freely in any direc- 


tion, and to include with an image 
various significant symbols and talis- 
mans. 

Our little gilt-bronze figure with 
11 heads. and eight arms illustrates 
some of the ingenious ways in which 
bronze can be worked. Every detail 
of this intricate miniature casting 
is sharply defined. 

The two central hands are in the 
attitude of prayer, and the right low- 
est hand is in the pose of charity or 
gift bestowing. The symbols are: 
lotus, bow and arrow, ambrosia jar; 
the single bead represents a rosary; 
the fifth symbol, the wheel or disk, 
has been lost.

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Dali’s Art-in-Jewels 
The Owen Cheatham Collection

A work of art is often not that 
which it represents, but rather that 
which the artist wishes it to sig- 
nify. What matters is that the theme 
suggested be of authentic value, and 
that it may be grasped as emanat- 
ing from the work of art itself. The 
two objectives are difficult, because 
they depend upon the personality of 
the artist, and on the receptive sen- 
sitivity of the beholder. 

In art, as in many human aspects, 
there is the rigid and dead line, 
and the spirit which vivifies it and 
enlightens the world. Such is the 
case of Salvador Dali in his art-in- 
jewels. 

Influenced by the artists of the Re- 
naissance, Dali has given to his art- 
in-jewels an authentic meaning. As 
in the work of Cellini, Botticelli, and 
Da Luccas, the themes which Dali’s 
art-in-jewels signify stand out more 
than the material value of the met- 
als and precious stones he employs. 





It is from this then, that the Dali- 
nian compositions in jewels become 
rare in concept, exquisite in work- 
manship, and attractive as works of 
art. Herein are the 28 art-in-jewels 
works of Dali in the Owen Cheatham 
Collection. 

The Owen Cheatham Foundation 
is a North American institution 
founded in 1934 for the purpose of 
assisting religious and educational 
projects. It acquired these art-in-jew- 
els in November, 1958. Since then it 
has placed them on exhibit in the 
different cities and institutions that 
solicit them. 

The purpose is to acquire funds 
with which to support the above men- 
tioned goals. In this manner, the 
Owen Cheatham Foundation, lend- 
ing this collection philanthropically, 
has become the universal ambassador 
of the art of Dali. 

In fact the imaginative and fan- 
tastic designs of Dali had great beau-

ty, but they needed the “instruments” 
which turned them into reality. These 
were the jewelers of Alemany and 
Company, of New York, who created 
those artistic effects with the metals 
and gems in intimate collaboration 
with Dali. 

Done with diamonds, rubies, gold, 
emeralds, pearls, and sapphires, these 
art objects have been valued by ex- 
perts at over a million dollars. Dali 
himself picked the stones used, choos- 
ing them not only for their color 
and quality, but also for the specific 
relation to which they allude. 

These art-in-jewels can be classi- 
fied in two groups: religious, and 
worldly. Among the religious ones 
there are: 

The Light of Christ, a cross of 
gold, with drops of rubies, and rays 
of diamonds. The diamonds, disinte- 
grating the Cross of the Martyr, sig- 
nify that evil does not prevail against 
the power of God. And the drops of 
rubies, hanging from His wounds, 
allude once more to the Blood of the 
Saviour as the source of salvation 
and eternal life. It is the symbol 
of an outburst of Faith. The critics 
consider it the masterpiece of the 
Collection. 

The Lapis-Lazuli Cross is a tree 
of gold in the shape of a cross 
mounted on cubes of lapis-lazuli. Once 
again the diamond rays signify the 
Light of Christ; the ruby drops, His 
Blood; and the entirety, the strength 
of the power of God. 

Madonna of the Aquamarine is a 
gold medal with a tabernacle of aqua- 
marine in its center. The face of the 
Virgin, with Her halo and crown 
of diamonds, is sculptured on its top 
portion. When the medal is inverted 
the face of the Virgin becomes the 
face of Christ. 

Twig Cross, another cross of gold, 
simulates two limbs of a tree. It has 
a sudarium of diamonds, and is spat- 
tered with drops of rubies and eme- 
ralds. It symbolizes that the Blood 
of Christ is the Food of Life. 

The Bleeding World, a globe of 
gold, represents the world bleeding, 
with drops of rubies; divided by 
war and chaos; and transpierced by 
an arrow of gold, pearls, and dia- 
monds. This symbolizes the Love of 
Christ as a hope of peace. 


Peace Medal, shows four pairs of 
gold hands in the position of pray- 
ing. Each one of them, distinct, 
forms a cross over a world of lapis- 
lazuli crowned by the word Pax, and, 
with rays of gold and diamonds, 
reaches the four corners of the 
earth, to include even outer space. 
it is the Prayer for Peace of Dali, 
in answer to the Dove of Peace of 
Picasso. 

The Gold Cube Cross, a cross 
formed by six cubes of gold over a 
fascine of diamond rays, signify the 
Passion and the Sacritice of the Re-

deemer It reminds us of the theory 
of the cubic cross developed by Dali 
in some of his religious paintings. 

Veritas Vincit, is another cross 
of pearls inserted in one of rubies 
over a world of gold and between 
seas of lapis-lazuli and rays of dia- 
monds. It symbolizes the Resurrec- 
tion and the Life. 


Among the worldly art-in-jewels 
are found: 


The Living Flower, a plant ap- 
pearing to bloom from a piece of 
malachite from the Belgian Congo. 
The stems are of gold, and each 
petal, with incrustations of diamonds, 
has the shape of a human hand. 

By virtue of an electrical mech- 
anism, the petals open and close, ap- 
pearing to form the flower. The mala- 
chite represents the hidden power of 
the earth; and the gold and the 
flowers, its beauty and creativeness. 


The Honeycomb Heart is the sym- 
bol of the secret sweetness in the 
heart of a woman. The point of gold 
which supports it, signifies an ex- 
clamation, 


Tristan and Isolde is a gold medal. 
In this appear, by profile, two faces, 
intercepted by a chalice of jewels 
half filled by a beautiful garnet. It 
represents the love-potion drunk by 
the famous lovers of the Irish legend. 


Daphne and Apollo is the myth 
of Daphne fleeing from Apollo and 
turning into a laurel. Apollo could 
only embrace with his arms the trunk 
of an inanimate tree. This wishes to 
signify the inevitable metamorphosis. 


Ophelia, the bust of woman with 
a face of stone is expressionless, sig- 
nifying madness. The light insinua-

the interest of Dali in classical per- 
fection, already shown in some of his 
paintings. 

Leaf Veined Case, indicates signs 
of the future, of the creative power, 
and of the inevitable transforma- 
tion. 


Telephone Ear Clips, shows a wish 
to symbolize the persistence of sound, 
and the hope or risk of a sudden 
change of mind. 


Ruby Lips, and teeth like pearls, 
is a surrealistic interpretation of the 
so often repeated poetic concept re- 
garding feminine beauty. 


Explosion, a conjunct of diamonds, 
rubies, and lapis-lazuli, bursting over 
a base of fluorite, signifies the ap- 
peal of the earth and the power of 
the spirit. It is the symbolization of 
the splendor of life; the antithesis 
of decadence, and of death. 


The Necklace and the Bracelet of 
the Tree of Life, is an anthropomor- 
phic inspiration of leaves and flow- 
ers of gold, suspending a surrealistic 
face with eves of sapphires. The dia- 
monds of the necklace represent the 
morning dew; and the entirety of 
the bracelet, the temporal reality of 
the Beyond. 


The Eye of Time is seeing the 
present and the future. 


The Heart of the Pomegranate 
Heart is a comparison of the pleas- 
ing acidity of fruits with the dis- 
pleasures of life which at times stim- 
ulate human usury. 


Swan Lake, a beautiful piece, is 
dedicated to Louis II of Bavaria, pro- 
tector of the arts. The great sap- 
phire, which represents the Lake of 
Starnberg, simulates the water and 
the serenity, and its conjunct is re- 
mindful of the great Russian Ballet 
of Tchaikowsky and Ivanov. 


The Persistenec of Memory is a 
surrealistic conception which symbo- 
lizes the relativity of time and space. 
It is a theme already treated in the 
famous painting entitled, The Dis- 
integration of the persistence of 
Memory, 1952-54, of the A. Reynolds 
Morse Collection, a modification of 
the first one existing in the Museum 
of Modern Art, New York. 


The Corset Ring and Slow Ring. 
suggest the existentialist problem of 
the anguish in the waist of a wom- 
an, who prefers to suffer this mar- 
tyrdom in order to please man, and 
a logarithmical creation of Dali. 

Surprising for its symbolism and 
its intricate workmanship, is the 
jewel art work entitled: 


The Royal Heart. It was done to 
commemorate the coronation of Eliz- 
abeth II, Queen of England, 

This enormous gold nugget, topped 
by the Royal Crown of England, also 
of gold and incrusted with diamonds, 
pearls, rubies, and emeralds, repre- 
sents the people protecting their con- 
stitution. And the pulsating center of 





rubies, with an electrical mechanism 
which produces 72 pulsations per 
minute, signifies the heart of the 
Queen palpitating for her people. 

These are the Art-in-jewels of the 
Owen Cheatham Foundation created 
by Dali and executed by Alemany. 
They were not made as ornaments, 
but rather to be exhibited,. and to 
express convictions. 


The book Dali, a Study of His Art- 
in-Jewels, by the New York Graphic 
Society, Greenwich, Conn., 1959, is 
a work luxuriously edited by Lida 
Livingston, and with illustrations in 
color. Dali, himself, says in it, “‘with- 
out the presence of the viewer, these 
jewels would not accomplish the func- 
tion for which they were created.”

Buttons and Wallpaper 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Just as buttons are not always 
displayed on garments, so wallpaper 
need not always serve as a wall cov- 
ering. Experiment proves that but- 
tons and wallpaper go well together, 
when judiciously combined; and 
while the wallpaper usually acts as 
a background for the buttons, the 
partnership is not always one-sided. 

In the accompanying portrait of 
“Miss 1860,” the wallpaper back- 
ground seems more prominent than 
the buttons on the lady’s costume. 
But in the colored original, the bril- 
liant “emerald and diamond” (Jew- 
el button) “brooch” is the highlight 





of the picture. Three pale gray chi- 
na buttons ornament the dress of 
printed fabric; while silvered ball 
buttons serve as earrings. The hair- 
net and ribbon are green, and the 
wallpaper mauve. 

This is only one way of using 
wallpaper. Conventional and medal- 
lion designs not only make pleasing 
backgrounds but are a help in spac- 
ing and placing the buttons they dis- 
play. The sizes of patterns and but- 
tons should be correlated, so that 
they “go together:” small buttons 
on small patterns, etc. Bright-col- 
ored paper makes a goud ground for 
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black or white buttons, while col- 
ored buttons show up best on neu- 
tral shades. Among my successful 
experiments in this line are a card 
of small black glass buttons on blue- 
and-white figured paper; and a card 
of small brass buttons on green and 
gilt plaid paper. Every wallpaper de- 
sign suggests a mounting arrange- 
ment; I have dozens of patterns on 
hand now, waiting to be tried out. 
Even large-figured, irregular or 
sprawling patterns have their pussi- 
bilities: I used a delicately colored 
floral pattern to display dainty glass 
and plastic flowers, mounting them 
among the pictured “flora.” A paper 
featuring hunting scenes could serve 
as background for a few related 
buttons; a water-lily pattern might 
echo the designs on water-lily but- 
tons; scenic designs have similar 
possibilities. Some kitchen and nurs- 
ery papers are ideal for mounting 
Goofies. And, of course, any geomet- 
ric pattern of squares, diamonds, 
lozenges or circles, or of stripes, 
bands or fine all-over effects, lends 
itself particularly well to button 
mounting, 

Discarded sample books are the 
principal source of wallpaper; they 
may be secured from friends, or 
oftentimes, from interior decorators 
or paint-and-paper stores. The fact 
that wallpaper is soft and easily 
torn must be taken into account 
when using it for button mounting 
purposes; it must be carefully rein- 
forced with cardboard or heavy pa- 
per, and if the finished card is not 
to go in a frame, it is a good 
idea to bind the edges with some 
kind of tape. 

“Fancy” mountings of this type 
are not suitable for all types of but- 
tons, of course; they would detract 
from the buttons themselves, in many 
cases. But many kinds of buttons 
look well on wallpaper, and seem 
to derive reflected color and interest 
from their backgrounds. I’m sure 
that the small black glass buttons 
which [ mounted on attractive blue 
and white paper are much happier 
than as if they had remained shut 
away in a box! 

I realize that some collectors dis- 
approve of Fancy mountings; they 
consider them frivolous if not down- 
right childish! But after all—what 
is a hobby but an attempt to es- 
cape, for a while, from the serious 
problems of life?—Or even a tem- 
porary return to the carefree pleas- 
ures of childhood?—And to collec- 
tors who deny this, maintaining that 
to them a hobby is a serious thing. 
I say, “That is the beauty of a hob- 
by—it can be all things to all hob- 
byists!” 

But since I incline to the “frivo- 
lous” side of collecting, and believe 
that a hobby is “for fun,” I like to 
play with Fancy mountings, like 
these which make use of wallpaper. 
If I make suggestions, it is only in 
the hope that they may give pleas- 
ure or ideas to others, who enjoy 
Button Collecting as I enjoy it—as 
a relaxation and an escape from 
more serious things.

In the chapel of St. Fillans in 
Scotland, there is said to be a very 
ancient oblong bell. ‘In days gone by 
it was usually kept on a gravestone 
in the churchyard and used in the 
technique of curing “mad” people. 

The sufferer was first dipped in a 
pool, rites were performed over him, 
he then was bound with ropes, and 
left in the chapel over night. Next 
morning, the moment the bell was 
placed on the sufferer’s head, lo! his 
wits returned. 

_It is also said that many centu- 
ries ago if you wanted to prove a 
man guilty of a crime, all you had 
to do was to put a bell in his hands. 
If he was guilty, the bell began a 
murmur of sounds.

The Arthurian romance of Tristan 
and Isolde refers to the magic pos- 
session of a fairy dog wearing a bell 
whose tinkle banished all worry. Ear- 
ly day shepherds tied bells to their 
sheep and thought that through the 
sound the wooly creatures grew fat. 

To the people of the Middle Ages, 
especially, the supernatural world was 
very real and close. Mystical pow- 
ers were attributed to countless ob- 
jects, including bells. 


Even long after the medieval era, 
the Church itself condoned the use 
of bells to frighten away evil spir- 
its. Typical of this belief was the 
“passing bell” rung for the dead to 
keep evil spirits from molesting the 
body. 

The collecting of bells once used as 
amulets or charms is an absorbing 
hobby. It leads one into the field of 
superstitious lore to be found among 
people of almost every land. 

English horse brasses with a sin- 
gle small bell swinging in the open- 
ing were once used as protectors to 
ward off sinister influences. From the 
Isle of Capri come charming silver 
good luck bells with a four-leaf clo- 
ver design on them and the inscrip- 
tion La Campanella della Fortuna 
San Michele. 


These small silver bells were 


much prized by fliers of World War 
II who were sent to Capri to rest 
from the hazards of their missions. 
According to the old jingle, the four- 


leaf clover is a very fitting decora- 
tion for these little good luck bells: 


“One leaf is for fame, 

And one leaf for wealth, 

And one for a faithful lover, 

And one to bring you glorious health.” 


Bells made in the likeness of min- 
iature figures are often used as tal- 
ismans and are sold in their native 
land on festival days. The Japanese 
are fond of clay Ma-yoke-Suzu or 
anti-demoniac bells in the likeness 
of a lion’s head. Though grotesque, 
the workmanship and glazing on 
these is attractive. 

But perhaps the most curious of 
Japanese charm bells is found in the 
chubby little likeness of Daruma with 
his hands clasped over his head. The 
original of the Daruma charm bells 
was the famous Buddhist priest,

Tradition says he sat so many 
years in meditation on The Truth of 
Life that his legs grew into his body. 
As a result he came to be represent- 
ed with only his face showing above 
a pouchy cloak covering his gro- 
tesqueness. In some localities Japa- 
nese folk still follow the New Year’s 
custom of buying Daruma charm 
bells to insure good health and good 
fortune. 


All manner of bells have long been 
used to protect children the world 
over. Early baby rattles were some- 
times designed with talismans tradi- 
tionally supposed to bring protection. 


Because coral has won this at- 
tribute, 17th and 18th century silver 
baby rattles were often decorated 
with coral. Blue glass beads also 
carry this same protective charm, 
supposedly, and were used to dec- 
orate Early American baby bells. 


Legend goes so far as to claim 
that the blue beads were considered 
a special protection against witches 
prone to rob and cast harm over 
Colonial cradles. In Africa, children 
of many tribes still wear a chain of 
blue beads with a brass bell dangling 
from it. 


Primitive life everywhere is an end- 
less ritual of appeasement. For in 
primitive cultures it is believed that 
evil spirits are capricious, and it is 
therefore difficult to know when harm 
will strike. 


Consequently, bells and other crude 
good luck charms are worn as a part 
of their daily dress by natives in the 
jungles of Africa, Malaya, South 
America, and elsewhere. 


Two crude types of bells once faith- 
fully worn to ward off evil are occa- 
sionally seen in bell collections. One 
is the “evil eye” bell from Malaya. 
The other is the Bagobo bell from 
the Philippines. 


Believing in the superstitious adage 
that “like repels like,” Malayan na- 
tives fashion crotals of varying pro- 
portions, always with two bulging 
dots representing the “Evil Eye.” 
These bulging eyes have the power 
to frighten off the real Evil Eye 
from the one wearing the crotal. 


Perhaps the most interesting and 
also the most rare of all primitive 
magic bells are those worn by the 
pagan Bagobo men of the Philip- 
pines. Our illustration shows a hand- 
some carved knife, its fine brass 
ease inlaid with beadwork and fringed 
with bells fashioned by these tribes- 
men. They are made by the cire- 
perdue method, no two bells being 
alike. 


Knives like this are a customary 
part of the Bagobo tribesman’s cos- 
tume, hanging from his belt where- 
ever he goes, The bells are as highly 
valued as the knife itself for their 
rattle wards off all harmful endeavors 
on the part of malicious spirits.

but with the expansion of trade, in- 
terest of the Dutch in map making 
became more important in Holland 
for about a hundred years even 
reaching into the 18th century.”

The Cabin in 


Wildflower Woods 


ParT I 
By LUCETTA A. JOHNSON 


Sometime ago we drove to Indiana 
to visit the scenes of my Mother’s 
childhood and youth. We visited the 
house where she was born, the ceme- 
tery where long talked of relatives 
were buried, and ended up in Albion, 
where she had spent her young 
adulthood. 

We talked of yesterdays, and she 
spoke wistfully of her wish to see 
“The Cabin in Wildflower Woods.” 
As a young woman she and her com- 
panions used to drive from Albion 
to swim at Sylvan Lake near Rome 
City. She had been fascinated by the 
cabin then, but the young people had 
never approached the shore, because 
it was the home of the famous na- 
ture student and novel writer, Gene 
Stratton Porter. 

It was a well-known fact that the 
writer liked to be alone. When you 
read “Tales You ‘'Won’t Believe,” 
published in 1925, you find it wasn’t 
that she didn’t like people, it was 
because people had so many times un- 
wittingly destroyed plants very pre- 
cious to Mrs. Porter. 

“The Cabin in Wildflower Woods” 
caught the fancy of all of us in- 
cluding the children, so we set off 
for Rome City and Sylvan Lake. As 
we rode we discussed Gene Stratton 
Porter’s books. We had been collect- 
ing them for several years. 


Gene Stratton Porter drew upon 
the country where she lived and the 
people she knew when she wrote her 
books. She wrote and drew her own 
observations in her nature books. 

it is worthwhile for the beginner 
in the study of Mrs. Porter’s books 
to read first, “Tales You Won’t Be- 
lieve,” mentioned earlier. In it the 
author gives some of her innermost 
thoughts about her homes. 

She writes of her last three 
homes: the cabin of Geneva, and the 
cabin on Sylvan Lake, both in In- 
diana, and the last residence in Cali- 
fornia. She also tells some stories of 
her childhood. 

It is interesting to note that she 
called the cabin at Geneva “Limber- 
lost Cabin South.” She speaks of the 
cabin at Sylvan Lake as “Limberlost 
Cabin North.” Some people believed 
the story, “A Girl of the Limber- 
lost,” was written in the north cabin 
but it was actually written at the 
south cabin and published in 1909. 

The Porters did not move to Lim- 
berlost Cabin North until 1914. By 
this time she had already published 
10 books, among these the famed, “A 
Girl of the Limberlost.” 

Limberlost Cabin North is now re- 
ferred to as “The Cabin in Wild- 


flower Woods.” This is very appro- 
priate when you consider that Mrs. 


“¢ Becher 
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Porter ,"ked the site because it con- 
tained 145 acres of land quite un- 
touched by human hands. 

She had decided to leave Geneva 
because, with the clearing of land 
and draining of swamps for farms 
in the area, it had lost its primeval 
touch. When the family moved into 
the new cabin Mrs, Porter imme- 
diately took steps to attract and pro- 
tect every bird species of wildlife na- 
tive to Northern Indiana. 

She had all damaged trees filled 
and preserved. It is said that in addi- 
tion to the natural plants she found 
in abundance there she planted some 
3,000 roots, vines, and shrubs the 
first two years of residence. 

By now we had arrived sat the In- 
diana State Memorial and former 
home of Gene Stratton Porter near 
Rome City. As we drove up we were 
impressed by the two large limestone 
owls on nine foot pillars of white 
glacier matrix. This marks the en- 
trance to the nature sanctuary estab- 
lished by Mrs. Porter. At one time 
it contained 150 acres. Now it is 
reduced to 13 acres. 

The large limestone owls at the en- 
trance iare great-horned owls. We 
learned that these had been carved 
especially for Mrs. Porter from her 
own sketch. ‘When you read, “Birds 
of the Bible,” and “Tales You Won’t 
Believe,” you will note that Mrs. Por- 
ter was very protective about owls 
and deplored the killing of them. 

She had this concern for them 
despite the fact that she disliked 
them keeping smaller birds away 
from her sanctuary. She felt owls 
had a right to live out their life 
span without human interference. 

In later years, when Mrs. Porter 
was debating about the exact boun- 
daries of the land she was thinking 
of purchasing in California, and not- 
ing all the natural beauty of the 
country, she was still undecided where 
to take her six acres. At this time

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two great white Arctic owls flew 
over.

ANCHOR MAY BE FROM 
COLUMBUS’ FLAGSHIP 


The Smithsonian Institution has 
been presented with a very early 
iron anchor by the Government of 
Haiti. It was discovered in 1956 in 
the waters off Cape Haitian by Ed- 
win A. Link, underwater explorer 
and inventor of the Link trainer of 
World War II fame. 

Measurements and chemical tests 
show that the anchor Mr. Link re- 
covered is almost identical in size 
and of the same type of iron as an 
anchor in the National Museum at 
Port au Prince, Haiti, which is be- 
lieved to have been discovered on the 
site of Navidad a settlement estab- 
lished by Christopher Columbus in 
December, 1492, after the loss of his 
flagship, the Santa Maria, a league 
off Cape Haitian. This anchor has 
for this reason been identified as 
having come from the Santa Maria. 
It would appear therefore that the 
two anchors were made as a pair 
for the same vessel. 

The anchor will be preserved in 
the collections of the United States 
National Museum Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, and it is hoped that further 
studies of the subject may establish 
the fact that this anchor is one of 
those from Columbus’ flagship.

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LITTLE LAMPS 
OF BYGONE NIGHTS 

Twelve years ago, a college stu- 
dent began a collection of miniature 
kerosene lamps. The collection has 
grown since to a goodly size and re- 
cently an article concerning it by 
Felice Davis appeared in the New 
York World Telegram & Sun. 

Its proud owner, James Lindemuth, 
now in the advertising business in 
New York City, subscribes to the 
belief that these small lamps were 
night lights, and also used in sick 
rooms and nurseries, and frequently 
salesmen’s samples. The romantic no- 
tion that they were courting or 
“sparking” lamps gains little sym- 
pathy with him. They imitated the 
shapes and decorations of regular 
size parlor lamps and ran in size 
from 44%” to 8”. Though the earliest 
were handled and of plain glass, 
later all types of china and even art 
glass were used. Colored and white 
Milk glass, Spatter and Sandwich 
glass, Satin glass, Burmese, Ambe- 
rina and Peachblow, Mother-of-Pear], 
Coralene and Gallé were some of the 
types produced and used. 

The types of lamps are as varied 
as are the types of people of the 
period. The novelty lamps in Mr. Lin- 
demuth’s collection testify to that. 
Here one finds figure lamps (ani- 
mal or human) —everything from 
Santa Claus to the hefty elephants. 

In his student days, Mr. Linde- 
muth obtained a tiny lamp shade in 
End-of-Day glass. This spring the 
matching base turned up. Such is 
the way with collectors. Such also, it 
would seem, is a good method for col- 
lectors of miniature lamps. 

Mr. Lindemuth holds out a ray of 
hope, too, for those collectors with 
a limited purse. Prices are high for 
the rare and unusual miniature kero- 
sene lamps however, commoner types 
are still to be had and at fairly rea- 
sonable prices.

This book, (first —_ in 1948 by Dr. Larry Free- 
Man), marked the of many imitative price 
guides put out by other publishers since. Long out 
of print, in 1 demands, the 
author has now completely revised and ex- 
panded his original treatment. Here is far more 
than just a listing of current prices asked for 
various items; these you can easily get by read- 
ing the monthly ads in various antique maga- 
zines. While our book does give a good deal on 
relative rarity and value of all types of collect- 
ables, it concentrates mainly on how to run a 
successful antique business. In this field the au- 
thor is quite an authority; a college professor who 
first amassed a huge collection and turned to its 
selling in summer vacations during the 1930's, 
after the war he turned his personal possessions 
over to our Yorker Yankee Old Village Museum 
where visitors study actual examples of every 
type of antique glass, china, etc. Here are 
some of the new chapters: IS IT ANTIQUE?

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METAL SCULPTURE

bronze as a material for sculpture 
are amazing. Bronze can be shaped 
into the boldest mass, or it can be 
worked in the most delicate manner 
—on even a miniature scale. 

The two interpretations of the 
same figure, shown here, serve to 
exemplify the wide variation of rep- 
resentations which can be created in 
bronze sculpture. In Hindu and ear- 
ly Buddhist iconography the elephant 
is commonly portrayed as the mount 
of kings and the symbol of royal 
splendor. 

Of the Seven Gems Buddhist sym- 
bols, the fifth is the milk-white ele- 
phant Airavata, symbol of universal 
sovereignty, which the Buddhist 
kings of Burma and Siam borrowed 
from Indian Buddhism. Airavata was 
the mount of the king of the gods, 
‘Indra. 

Airavata is frequently represented 
as a miniature bronze ornament, or 
as a flower-holder, on the Lamaist 
altar. The small example shown here 
is a characteristic North Indian cast- 
ing in bronze, with the significant 
Tibetan touches of blue and red on 
the hair and head-dress. 

Every detail of the miniature cast- 
ing is as clearly defined as are those 
of the massive representation. The 
larger figure of the elephant carries 
on its back, in place of a howdah, a 
lotus-flower, in which is enthroned 
an image of Kwan Yin, the Chinese 
Goddess of Mercy. 

The casting is solid, and is heavily 
gilded in gold-leaf. This figure bears 
no more definite identification than 
the strong Chinese characteristics. 

The weight of the larger casting 
is 68 ounces, while the miniature fig- 
ure weighs a mere two ounces. These 
bronze representations were  ac- 
quired from the unique collection of 
the late Baron A. von Staél-Holstein, 
Peking, China. 

Unique examples of large-size re- 
poussé work jn the round are the 
life-size 16th century brass statues 
of King Krishna Deva Raya, the 
last great king of Hindu India, and 
two of his queens. These still stand 
in a temple at Tirumalai. 

The lovely faces of the queens 
seem quite conventional; however, 
the face of the great king himseif 
gives one the feeling that it is al- 
most certainly intended to communi- 
cate some idea of his actual appear- 
ance. On the right shoulder of each 
figure can be seen an inscription in- 
dicating its identity. : 

In the Batak district of Sumatra, 
brass sculptures cast by the cire 
perdue technique are especially strik- 
ing in their ornamentation of elab- 
orate reliefs and engraved motifs. 
The relief-work is incorporated while 
still in resin form. 

In these castings a mixture of 
resin and oil is used instead of wax. 
Figures represent animals, and may 

be interpreted symbolically: lions, 


lizards, cats, and karabaus. 
The Indonesian craftsman mixed 
gold with other metals only to effect 


variations of color. His work indi- 
cates that he is chiefly concerned 
with aesthetic value rather than the 
material merit. 

At Atjeh, Sumatra, gold is treated 
with acid, and, by a fairly difficult 
process, is given a rich reddish tone. 
This technique presumably origin- 
ated in China. 

Chinese bronze-casters, from an- 
cient times, have created distinct col- 
or effects by combining with the cop- 
per base a variety of components. 

Zine and lead, in addition to tin, 
produce certain variations in the col- 
or of new bronze. They also effect 
the color of the patina which is grad- 
ually developed by natural chemical 
processes on all bronzes that have 
been buried underground for long pe- 
riods of time. 

The soil of China is conducive to 
this particular color change. Very ef- 
fective is the crystalline coating of 
many colors veined with red, mala- 
chite green, and deep turquoise tints. 

The versatile technical skill of the 
metal-craftsmen of Greater India is 
unique. This expertness is exemplified 
in the neat and complete craftsman- 
ship which is found in decadent arts.

career also included three successful 
years on the London stage. 

Another way of publicizing actres- 
ses in these days was by way of the 
cigarette card, which became very 
popular judging by the number of 
cards issued. Miss Huke’s picture ap- 
peared on many of the cards of that 
era. These pictures were widely col- 
lected then as well as being a cher- 
ished collector’s item today. Preston 
Orem, insert card collector of Cali- 
fornia, who has 200 scrapbooks filled 
with 75,000 cards, has seen lots of 
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these interesting cards, and readily 
recognizes stars of that era, he 
tells us, 

Miss Huke, in personal life Mrs. 
H. A. Diamant, lives quietly in New 
York City with her memories and 
memorabilia of her theatrical back- 
ground. Now in her 86th year, and 
proud of it, she maintains a con- 
tinued interest in collecting, and 
laughingly says, “Stamps are a girl’s 
best friend.” However, she’s had a 
great diversity of other collecting in- 
terests.

What could be more appropriate 
than a collection of Etruscan Majo- 
lica used as the key to decoration 
in a Chester County home? It was 
made in Phoenixville, Chester Coun- 
ty, Pa., from 1879-1890. This attrac- 
tive, colorful ware, although pro- 
duced in prodigious quantities, has 
become, so scarce that the finer 
marked pieces are considered real 
finds today. 

The collection of Ellis E. Stern 
and Mrs. Stern of Coatesville, Pa., 
runs into almost astronomical figures.

They have several examples of near- 
ly everything ever produced at the 
factory. 

Their chief interest, however, has 
been what is usually considered the 
cream of the Majolica production— 
Shell and Seaweed, either plain or 
in full color. Part of their collec- 
tion is displayed in a specially-built 
and lighted cupboard which is paint- 
ed white to set off the colors of the 
ware. 

Phoenixville Majolica is not al- 
ways marked with the initials G.S.H. 
surrounded by the words ETRUSCAN 
MaJoLica. One may sometimes find 
only the initials or the word ETRUS- 
CAN, used alone. 

On some pieces there are often 
only small numbers or a letter, in- 
dicating the “paintress’’ who applied 
the colors. Using the slips which 
produced the final coloring of the 
ware was not an easy task because 
the slips changed color during the 
firing. 

Experience alone enabled the “pain- 
tress” to produce the subtle shad- 
ings that are so prized, especially 
when compared with the somewhat 
garish combinations undoubtedly pro- 
duced by “new girls on the line.” 

The change of color accounts for 
the fact that, even the famous Shell 
and Seaweed Majolica has no two 
pieces exactly alike. 

In displaying their collection, the 
Sterns have used antique cabinets 
and cupboards where related pat- 
terns are grouped. When they enter- 
tain, the table may be set with Cau- 
liflower Majolica entirely. 

Sometimes the colorful leaves and 
flowers are used with Ironstone chi- 
na for salads and butter chips. Their 
collection of the delightful, eye-catch- 
ing butter chips is often displayed 
on a large walnut panel against a 
stark white wall, which is most ef- 
fective. 

In order to appreciate the similar- 
ities and differences in colorings, 
shapes, and designs, the Sterns have 
acquired a number of pieces of for- 
eign Majolica. The patriotic display 
pieces with eagles and draped flags, 
made especially for export to Amer- 
ica, are particularly interesting. 
Groupings of colorful peacocks of 
various sizes in the niches of a ma- 
ple secretary desk always evoke ad- 
miration. 

With the kilns of Phoenixville now 
only a memory, the accompanying 
photograph recently acquired by Mrs. 
Stern is of interest, Among the many 
rarities in the collection is the 1883 
patented Holy Water Font with the 
patent papers. 


A great deal of Etruscan Majo- 
lica found its way Westward from 
1879 on. Thus many Victorian Amer- 
ican homes had at least a Majolica 
pickle dish of the Leaf pattern made 
in Chester County, Pennsylvania. 


This collection will be on display 
for the 20th annual Chester County 
Day open house tour, Saturday, Oc: 
tober 1, when 44 homes and land- 
marks will be visited.

Gathered here are the latest 
developments in mechanized and au- 
tomated mail distribution and mail 
handling equipment, housed in a new 
building designed especially for this 
purpose. Resident engineers from in- 
dustry and the Post Office Depart- 
ment will be on the job daily, continu- 
ously testing machines and methods, 
so that mail distribution and han- 
dling procedures will keep pace with 
technological advances. ; 

“The lessons learned here in this 
automated Providence post office, un- 
der actual day-to-day postal opera- 
tions, will be invaluable in the years 
ahead and can and should be utilized 
throughout all major post offices cf 
the nation.” 

Collectors desiring first day cancella- 
tions may send addressed envelopes to 
the Postmaster, Providence 2, R. I., with 
remittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed. Each envelope must 
be marked, in pencil, in the upper right 
corner indicating the number of stamps 
to be affixed. 

An enclosure of medium weight should 
be placed in each envelope and the flap 
either turned in or sealed. The outside 
envelope to the Postmaster should be 
clearly marked “First Day Covers Auto- 
mated Post Office Stamp.’’ Collectors are 
cautioned that orders must not include 
requests for uncanceled stamps.

Perhaps home ownership is_ the 
one best key to what America means 
by the words “Free,” and “Indepen- 
dent.” It denotes much more in the 
way of freedom than the freedom 
to drop a piece of paper into a bal- 
lot box, along with thousands of 
others. 

Early pioneers coming to these 
shores largely came from countries 
where lords of the manor, and other 
nobility, owned and controlled the 
land or buildings where the family 
had lived. In this new land the pio- 
neer found great stretches of prac- 
tically free land, with rough build- 
ing materials on it, and with some 
modest access to necessary water. 
Operating in groups they made in- 
dividual modest homes safe under full 
control of those who lived in them. 
This was something new for the old, 
old world. 

While antique legal phraseology 
from the days of kings and landed 
nobles, continued to tag along in 
written land titles, the new system 
of free and independent homes 
sprawled across our country to the 
far Pacific. 

These free and independent homes 
had their own building material, 
their own fuel, théir own water sup- 
ply by stream, spring, cistern or 
pond. They had the food potential 
of garden space, some shelter for 
chickens and pigs, and some nearby 
range for their transportation in the 
form of horses. Each home was a 
workshop for producing for exchange 
some surplus production above fam- 
ily needs. 

Gradually, by co-operation with 
neighbors, by a system of cash taxes 
that were very slowly advanced, these 
still “free and independent” people 


gradually developed better water sup- - 


ply, roads, lighting, etc, for their 
homes. Improved production and im- 
proved transportation promoted more 
and more exchange of surpluses be- 
tween regions, and greater reliance 
upon money as a medium of ex- 
changes. 

By the turn of this century, with 
much less than half the population 
we now have, we were still largely 
a nation of “Free and independent” 
home owners, or temporary tenants 
working toward home _ ownership. 


There were still generally cisterns 


and gardens and fruit trees and 
chickens and milk cows, and even 
pigs. But the “Industrial Revolu- 
tion” was coming of age and ready 
to revolutionize the world. 

During the brief First World War, 
and the long, great boom that fol- 
lowed it, we piled up in our cities 
millions on millions of people who did 
not own their own homes. During 
the turbulent, inflationary industrial 
boom of the “Roaring Twenties,” 
with a population little more than 
half what we have now, America 
sank to its lowest percentage of home 
owners in all time, with much less 
than half of our city population own- 
ing their own homes. In cities we 
suddenly became a nation of “cliff 
dwellers” with apartments piled high- 
er and higher on each other, all 
miles from the garden, fruit trees, 
milk cows and chickens of Amer- 
icana. 

During the roaring decade of the 
Fifties, following the Second Worid 
War, industry climbed higher and 
higher, and brought new millions on 
millions to our industrial cities. But 
few wanted to run the risk of build- 
ing rental apartment space for them. 
Financial collapse at the end of the 
Twenties had taught a financial les- 
son not to be forgotten in financial 
circles. Rent control, when all other 
prices were inflated kept that lesson 
ever fresh in mind. So the new city 
population had to build or buy its 
own homes or go without. 

Today we have a tremendous in- 
crease in the percentage of home 
owners. Or should we more properly 
say “house owners,” for these homes 
do not have the freedom and inde- 
pendence of the earlier homes with 
garden, water, fuel, milk, eggs, ete. 
And many of these “owned” homes 
have monthly cash payments stretch- 
ing well into the future. 

With part of our mind on this de- 
velopment of Americana we watched 
and listened to the great national 
campaign nominations this year. We 
were not depressed by it, but we 
did contrast it with the torchlight 
parade days of “Free and 'Indepen- 
dent” Americana. The campaign of 
1960 was largely fought out over 
what dollar signs on what kinds of 
slips of paper should be given to 
whom and how and under what cir- 


cumstances. These things are all very 
important, and we regard them as 
such. We do contrast them with 
the freedom and independence of 
Americana. 

The new industrial world with its 
tremendous population, and its offer 
of many things the past could not 
even dream of, poses basic new prob- 
lems not to be analyzed by historical 
approach. But even if the modern 
houses in many ways are mere shells 
of the “homes” of early Americana 
we still hope to see a vestige of that 
old “Freedom and Independence” re- 
tained in our new home ownership. 


—_o-— 


The decline and fall of the Roman 
Empire covered a period of centu- 
ries, and left a power vacuum in 
the world that paved the way for 
centuries of the Dark Ages. In the 
past twenty years we have seen the 
fall of more empires than Rome ever 
dreamed of, and the empire in the 
continent of Africa has largely dis- 
appeared in the past ten years. How 
much of a vacuum has been left 
by this modern crumbling of empire 
is yet to be learned. 

There is some indication that this 
debris of empire may possibly land 
on its feet, instead of crumbling into 
a long period of wars. 

The fond hopes of founding new 
empires out of this wreckage have 
not been lacking, but most of them 
have already been talked to death. 

Russia probably guessed wrong 
when she thought she could gobble 
up all of these scattered bits cf dis- 
carded empire. The U.S.A. has prob- 
ably guessed wrong when our inter- 
nationalists assumed that America is 
to be the kind, big brother that ail 
of the new little brothers bow down 
to and ask for advice and _ leader- 
ship. It may give security to these 
new and struggling countries to feel 
that they may have their own, gen- 
uine neutrality and that they need 
not be the pawns of either side. The 
Afro-Asian Bloc has probably been 
a good thing. The Organization of 
American States is very productive. 
Southeast Asia is more secure using 
words instead of bullets. Some fed- 
eration in Africa may talk out many 
problems not to be settled by guns, 
nor by bows and arrows.

A Record Collector Abroad 


LONDON — After having been given 
the opportunity to spend a year in Eng- 
land, my wife and I left New York on 
September 11, 1959, and six days later 
were in London. Since then most of my 
time has been devoted to my research 
at the British Museum, but I have man- 
aged some time for my hobby. 

Record hunting in any new location is 
interesting, but one seldom has an oppor- 
tunity to collect in a new country. Luck- 
ily I had been corresponding with sev- 
eral English collectors and they were 
most helpful. 

I soon found collectors here call rec- 
ord hunting ‘‘junking’’ which is as col- 
orful a term for it as I have ever heard. 
The best places to look for old records 
in London are in the outdoor markets 
in every section of the city. 

Collectors usually keep a careful lookout 
on these markets in their own neigh- 
borhoods, but one of the most interesting 
of all is Portobello Road, London’s fam- 
ous Saturday antiques market.

Here almost anything old may be found, 
Records are brought in every week and 
loaded in the open carts, along with 
anything else the dealer might have for 
sale. Some of these records are sold. 
Those that aren’t generally are thrown 
away. Hence every week brings in a new 
lot of discs. Cylinders are also brought 
in although these are not too common 
here. 

Desirable items are no more common 
than in the U. S. I have seen very few 
early single-faced recordings here. Rec- 
ords seem to have sold in tremendous 
quantities in England in the early 1930s. 
So records from the depression years, 
which are scarce at home, are often 
relatively easy to get on English brands. 

Thus the rare Eddie Cantor and 
Georgie Price discs made for Melotone 
are fairly common on the English Rex 
label. It isn’t difficult to find the Eng- 
lish version of Bing Crosby’s early Bruns- 
wicks, Russ Columbo’s Victors, or the 
many recordings of Maurice Chevalier 
of that period. 

Operatic records are not easily found 
here. As in the U.S., most of these 
street dealers seem overly aware of 
anything operatic they have — perhaps 
because there are several well known 
dealers of records of this type in the 
London area, 

I have seen few worthwhile items of 
the Golden Age offered on Portobello 
Road. Similarly there is very little good 
jazz available. This is probably due to 
the fact that most English collectors are 
jazz collectors. They comb the dealers’ 
stalls with a diligence that might aston- 
ish their American cousins. 

I had hoped to find some interesting 
early music hall recordings here. True, 
I have found some of the items I have 
been looking for, but I have learned 
that records by popular artists such as 
Vesta Victoria, Vesta Tilley, and George 
Lashwood are not common. 

Among the more interesting items of 
historical interest I have turned up is a 
speech by Prime Minister Asquith on the 
Budget of 1909 (Gramophone Monarch 
01026), also a speech praising the storm 
troopers by Dr. Goebbels. A Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle disc tells how he came to 
write the Sherlock Holmes stories and 
why he believed in spiritualism. (HMV 
C1983). 

Other interesting items include early 
discs by Fred and Adele Astaire, accom- 
panied by George Gershwin at the piano, 
also a Tallulah Bankhead disc which was 
never issued in the U.S. (HMV B3687). 

I found two speeches by General Booth 
— the founder of the Salvation Army, 
some English pressings of American mas- 
ters by artists such as Len Spencer, 
Dolly Connolly, Norah (sic) Bayes, and 
Gene Greene, and items made by Jack 
Norworth for English Columbia and 
Regal. 

Among the few Bing Crosby sides I 
have picked up, I am most pleased to 
have a good copy of that depression 
classic — ‘Brother Can You Spare a 
Dime.” 

As in the U.S., descriptive records 
Were popular here. Titles such as ‘‘With 
the Fleet Off Heligoland’’ (Regal), ‘‘The 
Capture of the Emden” (Scala), and “An 
Air Raid’ (Edison Bell Winner) bring 
back a distorted echo of the first World 
War. 

Phonograph collectors would find Lon- 
don an interesting city. In the U.S. the 
most common cylinder machines are 
Edison Standards. This is true here, 
too, but Gems turn up with somewhat 
more regularity than at home, and other 
makes are not too uncommon. 

I have never considered myself a ma- 
chine collector. I certainly had no in- 
tention of buying any when I got here, 
but I soon found myself unable to resist 
the temptation. I now find myself loaded 
with an Edison Gem, a Pathe equipped

NEW HAM °’SHIRE — HOBBIES pulls 
so well that very often we have to re- 
turn several checks on certain items. In 
the course of a year, postage on these 
returns could mount up considerably but 
fortunately most correspondents thought- 
fully enclose a stamped, addressed en- 
velope for the return of checks (or for 
additional information.) 

It is a simple matter then for the 
advertiser to reply with just a note say- 
ing, ‘‘Sorry, the item you ordered has 
been sold,”’ or some other information 
added. Also, most customers include 75c 
to $1 to cover postage and insurance 
(50e will seldom cover). I always return 
any excess postage over l(c, and I be- 
lieve most dealers are careful about this. 
A dealer dislikes to be put to the trouble 
of billing extra for a few cents, but it 
could mount up in the course of a year. 

One of the unique things about our 
business is that dealers do not benefit 
on repeat orders for items, as a mer- 
chant does when selling soap or sugar. 
For instance, the advertiser may list a 
Croesus sugar bowl and have to return 
sixteen checks. He has only one to offer. 

HOBBIES Magazine clientele has gone 
a long ways in building up good will. I 
predict that we will go to greater heights 
and be blessed as a result of the good 
everyone is seemingly trying to do by 
doing their part.—Marie Louise Fredyma

New Rarity 


in Numismatic World 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


For the first time in many de- 
cades there are two distinct die vari- 
eties to the 1960 cents. This has 
caused quite some excitement in the 
Numismatic World and has created 
a new rarity. 

Both the cents of the Denver mint 
and the San Francisco mint have 
large and small date. It seams that 
the coins struck first, or in other 
words at the beginning of the year, 
were all of the small date variety. 

From what I can learn, apparent- 
ly the dies for the small date cents 
were used for around the first two 
weeks of January. While the fig- 
ures are not accurate, it is estim- 
ated that, of the 40 odd million 
cents coined at the Philadelphia mint 
up to the time I am writing, only 
about 2,000,000 were made with the 
small date. 

Of the over 400,000,000 cents 
struck at the Denver mint only 
10,000,000 are estimated to have 
small dates. There will be no more 
small date cents coined as far as 
we can see. 

This makes this variety, both at 
the Philadelphia mint and Denver 
mint quite scarce and these have al- 
ready started to rise in value. No 
one knows how far they will go. 
I have already seen an offer of 1960 
P mint cents, small dates, at $48 per 
roll! 

It seems all rolls have taken a 
rise due to the Federal Reserve’s 
change in policy. It no longer ac- 
cepts orders for 1960 coins by the 
mint bag. Rumor has it, that from 
now on, uncirculated coins will be 
deliberately mixed up with circu- 
lated ones (by the roll), to frustrate 
hoarders. 

Why I do not know. The govern- 
ment certainly makes profit on the 
coinage of money and do not see 
why it should prohibit people put- 
ting away coins if they want to. 
If collectors wish to secure uncircu- 
lated rolls of current years, they 
now will have to canvas from bank 
to bank to find them, 


What has happened to proof sets? 
The Mint received so many orders 
for the 1960 proof sets, they have 
been compelled to return all orders 
received after April 15th. 

The orders they have on hand (ap- 
proximately 1,500,000, of which 
around a third have been struck) are 
all they have time to make for the 
rest of the year. This puts many a 
collector, who did not order early, 
without his proof sets. 

He now will have to go out on 
the open market and purchase’ them, 
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Prevailing prices for the large date 
cent proof sets is now $5.25 per set. 
Those who were lucky enough to get 
their orders in very early for their 
1960 proof sets received them with 
the small date cents. 

While there are no records as to 
how many small date cents were 
coined in proof there must be less 
than 50,000. This will make these 
small date proof sets quite rare. Al- 
ready I hear they are quoted at $10 
per set. 

There are other varieties already 
noted on the 1960 cents. The word 
“Liberty” on the small date coins 
is not even tapering in size from 
small beginning with the “L’’ to larg- 
er ending with the “Y.” I have 
also seen large date cents of the 
Denver mint with the top of the 
“9” either partly or completely 
solid. 

* * ok 

The boom in speculation of uncir- 
culated rolls of coins seems to have 
slowed down a little. This is not 
surprising after the rapid rise in 
values that had been going on. Sum- 
mer months also effect this some- 
what. I do not think much activity 
will be forthcoming until fall. 

That most interesting series, the 
commemorative coins issued by the 
United States have for several years 
now been dormant in value. Collectors, 
however, have never lost interest 
in them and have gradually been ac- 
quiring them for their collections 
while the prices were steady. 

I think that dealers’ stocks of 
these must be very low at present. 
There seems to be more attention 
paid to this series as dealers rea- 
lize the good demand for these coins 
and their apparent short supply. 

This will, without question, cause 
them to rise in value when the coin 
business starts picking up again this 
fall. This series may be the series 
to get a terrific play upward as 
some series seems to yet each year. 
Watch them. 

I note that the new guide book 
has placed an asterisk after certain 
recently coined issues and_ labeled 
them as highly speculative. The sud- 
den rise in prices of these coins is, 
without question, due to the heavy 
speculation by roll dealers and col- 
lectors. 

Many believe that the buying 
and selling of rolls is not true coin 
collecting. The unusual price rise 
may well be fictitious. It is based 
on the number of coins coined and 
does not take into consideration the 
number of coins put away. 

What ever the reason, many col- 
lectors are at present up in arms 
over the gross speculation going on 
in rolls. They say it is not coin col- 
lecting and should not be done un- 
der that name. 

Perhaps they are right, but as 
long as I can remember there has 
been speculation in coins. Prior to 
this roll boom, it was the proof set 
boom. Then, before that, it was the 
commemorative coin boom. Then the 
boom in United States early proofs 
was going’ on. 

As is the case with such rapid

price rises, all of these “booms” 
ended up with a crash of varying 
degrees of severity. Not that the 
coins stayed down. No! But it took 
quite a while for each respective se- 
ries to recover from its crash. Many 
speculators had some nice losses. 

Take the case of the fabulous $700 
asking price for a 1936 proof that 
occurred in the Spring of 1957. The 
price of this set today, even after 
recovery, has only reached $375. 

You can therefore see that some 
series “ran away.” They will take 
a long time to get back to their 
previous highs, 

It is possible that the “roll boys” 
are a trifle over enthusiastic in run- 
ning prices on rolls of current coins 
as high as they have. But who can 
predict the future? 

The number of new coin collectors 
entering the field is growing SO fast, 
one can never tell what a “small” 
issue will be in the future. For in-

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stance 1,500,000 proof sets is a rec- 
ord for today. 

However, if there were only 
3,000,000 collectors of them, and I 
believe there are more than that 
many coin collectors now, the 1,500,- 
000 would not go around. 

Thus the issue would be small. But 
of course, one must not forget that 
as a certain issue goes up, the high- 
er it gets the less buyers there are 
for it. 

Coins have always gone in fads. 
One year collectors seem to. want 
one item, the next year another. 

I have met very few collectors, 
speculators or otherwise, that are 
not pleased to find their coin col- 
lections, whether speculative or not, 
have gone way up in value. 

This has been the general case 
now for many decades so [ might 
venture to say that I cannot see 
why there should be objection to 
speculators when most collectors ap- 
preciate advance in values. 

I might also add that I know of 
no one who would deliberately sell 
his collection for less than it is 
worth just because he does not be- 
lieve the coins should have gone up 
that fast. 

I feel that all speculative moves 
will right themselves in time. If the 
current roll boom is too high, rolls 
will come down. If not, they will 
hold their own and perhaps go high- 
er.

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SHAKESPEARE, 
ENGLISH DRAMATIST 


Part I — The Man 


By PAUL W. SCHMIDTCHEN 


Here is a name that manifestly 
cannot readily be contained within 
the confines of a few printed pages. 
It is easy enough to say that Williain 
Shakespeare was born in Stratford- 
upon-Avon April 23, 1564, and that 
he was the third gf eight children. 

His father was a glover, butcher, 
farmer, and minor local official. His

mother came from a family of some- 
what more distinction inasmuch as 
her father, Robert Arden, was con- 
sidered one of the leading gentry in 
that particular area. 

The budding dramatist was early 
apprenticed to some local trade. He 
hastily married Anne Hathaway 
when he was 18. She was eight years 
his senior. He had three children in 
short order. All died without issue. 
His wife survived him by seven 
years. And with Lady Barnard’s de- 
cease in 1670 there was no living 
descendant of the great poet remain- 
ing. 

We can even add that in 1585 
Shakespeare left Stratford and 
emerged as an actor and rising play- 
wright, circa 1592. And finally we 
can say that about 1610 he returned 
from London to Stratford to grace 
the life of a retired gentleman until 
his sudden death in 1616. By so do- 
ing, we have defined the overt but 
lost ineffably the essence. 

When one realizes that, except for 
a normal Stratford grammar school- 
ing, Shakespeare was completely 
subject only to his own native pro- 
clivity, from whence came his unique 
gift in sponsoring so well the uni- 
versal man? From whence came his 
myriad concepts, his Italianate feel- 
ing, his magnificent continuing 
phraseology, his abiding urbanity, 
versatility, and high culture? 

There was no English dictionary, 
as such, available to him; we have 
no solid record to tell us he tarried 
too far afield from the some hun- 
dred miles between Stratford and 
London; he is not known to have 
read much. And yet, his apparent 
innocent initial sojourn in London is 
followed rather promptly with lit- 
erary, financial and social acclaim! 

Small wonder that other better 
known names are frequently broached 
as being more truly applicable, i.e. 
Frances Bacon, Marlowe, Spenser, 
and the Earl of Oxford, among the 
many. But such a canard ever must 
be a mere ex post facto rendering, 
with little justification beyond an 
effete academic exercise. 

As Homer was THE poet to the 
Greeks, without need for any corrod- 
ing doubt, so too, was Shakespeare 
THE literary great in England with- 
out making it necessary to spell out 
a finite nominal designation. The 
key tv our dilemma lies, therefore, 
not in providing some _ distinctly 
worldly figure, but more properly in 
the seven years (1585 to 1592) dur- 
ing which The Bard practically dis- 
appears, 

What happened during such time? 
What experiences were conveniently 
provided that soon were to awaken 
all the marvelous latent understand- 
ing and give it articulateness? 

Your correspondent, for one, is 
of the firm opinion that a man’s lit- 
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erary endeavor is at its greatest 
during his “twenties,” especially in 
his early “twenties.” All that is re- 
quired is time to reflect, scenes to 
impel, and an abiding stimulus to 
bring forth the consonance. 

I find that the last two decades 
of the 16th century were stirring 
times in England. Compare, if you 
will, a similar Golden Age up-surge 
in the late 18th century in the 
United States. The years mentioned 
of the 16th century were the grand- 
est in Elizabeth’s reign. Almost as a 
catalyst, this very burgeoning was 
bound to bring out in a properly sen- 
sitive soul a profusion of the most 
profound imagery. 

It is, of course, easier to prove a 
pronounced outside activity than it 
is to assess the maneuverings of a 
man’s inimitable psyche. To that end, 
you will note those titles, which im- 
measurably set the tenor of Shakes- 
peare’s ways, were then leaving the 
press at a most opportune time, and 
so served to “feather the nest” from 
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which was to emerge excellence in 
prose and verse. 

To list just a few: “Plutarch’s 
Lives” by North in 1579; Holinshed’s 
“Chronicles” in 1577; Giraldi-Cin- 
thio’s “Hecatommithi” in 1583; Mon- 
taigne’s “Essais” in 1580; Painter’s 
“Palace of. Pleasure” in 1566-7. Add 
to these, the personal impact of per- 
sonalities like Marlowe, Kyd, Sidney, 
Spenser, Daniel; and surely it should 
be evident that a proverbial synthe- 
sis was just a question of propitious- 
ness. 

In this writer’s view, the sonorous 
and resounding appeal of the con- 
temporary Bible (the Geneva and 
Bishop’s versions particularly) pro- 
vided the spark that was to make 
the tinder glow. 

Again, without the benefit of a 
convenient dictionary, the 1611 Au- 
thorized Bible is another case in 
point of such culminating maturity 
in the English tongue. Can anyone 
seriously doubt that the two top ex- 
ponents of English literary ascenden- 
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cy, the 1611 Bible and the 1623 
Shakespeare folio, both emerged pri- 
marily because of such invigorating 
environment? 

Yes, the “lost years’ house the 
clue that will make more intelligible 
an apparent rustic’s successful “open 


sesame” to a world in which he was 
presumably ineptly naive. Shakes- 


peare, however, was definitely not as 
forlorn in learning as Ben Johnson’s 
epithet would put him; nor was he, 
on the other hand, the product of a 
young and modest patrician’s inge- 
nious secrecy. 

The grammar school of late Tudor 
times, moreover, cannot be compared 
to a grammar school of today. In the 
five years or so that the student; 
Shakespeare, partook of such offer- 
ings, he assuredly received more than 
a fair grounding in a classical im- 
press. Conceivably, he may also ac- 
tually have been a school-master for 
a time! 

This writer, furthermore, cannot 
escape the fact that the neophyte 
dramatist somehow picked up more 
than a smattering of the French lan- 
guage in London, and his pilgrimages 
during 1585-1592 must have provid- 
ed first hand accounts of Continen- 
tal accomplishment. These ‘*Wander 
jahre” are, indeed, most provocative. 

We have every reason to believe 
that Shakespeare had plenty of “nat- 
ural wit;” had a decent I.Q.; was 
amply endowed with all the conflict- 
ing adolescent cravings and misad- 
ventures. The Lucy Park poaching 
and his pre-nuptial affairs speak 
for themselves. Above all, he was 
not completely the stranger to the 
metropolitan theatre that some are 
wont to emphasize. 

His father, for instance, was the 
first to give Stratford’s official wel- 
come to company players when they 
toured the vicinity. And Thomas 
Green, a leading actor at the time, 
was a native of the town. 

Moreover, his partner and friend 
in later vears, Richard Burbage, and 
one who is said to have painted the 
poet’s best likeness, was also from 
Stratford. (Aptly enough, Burbage 
was the original Richard ‘II, Ham- 
let, and Othello!) 

It would seem to follow that 
Shakespeare, the callow youth, indu- 
bitably went to the big town to seek 
his fortune. And stage-plays would 
appear to be the forte with which 
he was most familiar. 

To my mind, his apprenticeship, 
during the hiatus of seven year's, con- 
sisted of far more than the mere 
stage-prompting, walk-on parts, and 
horse-hosteling which are inevitably 
mentioned. He early must have tried 
his hand at touching up the plays of 
others, and from that surely must 
have attempted his own. 

Probably the best proof of the lat- 
ter is to be found in his partial edit- 
ing of the play “Titus Andronicus.’ 
Performed first in 1594, the initial 
play, with lacking or faulty conclu- 
sion, probably dates from the 1580’s 
by an unknown writer (Kyd? Mar- 
lowe?), with Shakespeare serving 
only to make its ending more palata- 
ble. The 2nd and 3rd parts of Henry 
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VI similarly convey his tactics in re- 
vision. 

We do, however, finally break 
through the aggravating obscurity by 
Shakespeare’s own dedication of “Ve- 
nus and Adonis” in which he states 
this poem is “the first heir of his 
invention.” With such admission, we 
must accept the belief that none of 
his plays, therefore, could have been 
written prior to 1590. 

None the less, by 1592 his fame 
was clear enough to have evoked from 
the dramatist Robert Greene the fol- 
lowing denunciation: “. . . an up- 
start Crow beautified with our feath- 
ers, that with his Tygers heart wrapt 
in a Player’s hide, supposes he is 
as well able to bombast out a blanke 
verse as the best of you: and being 
an absolute Johannes factotum, is in 
his own conceit the onely Shake- 
scene in a countrie.” 

In keeping with the confusing na- 
ture that so thoroughly surrounds 
this illustrious figure, we can close 
this précis by noting that Shakes- 
peare was best known to his contem- 
poraries as a worthy poet and only 
secondarily as a noted dramatist. 
The test of time, to be sure, now has 
reversed this with no loss to either. 

‘With “Venus and Adonis,” the 
Earl of Southampton procured for 
“William Kempe, William Shakes- 
pere, and Richarde Burbage” an in- 
vitation to present before the Court 
“twoe several comedies or enter- 
ludes. . . .” The plays “Taming of 
the Shrew,” and “Love’s Labour 
Lost” were probably the result. 

The moth had left its chrysalis, to 
become, in a full burst of amazing 
genius, the foremost writer of his 
time—and to many adherents, without 
peer in any time. There was no doubt, 
any longer, of a heightened virtuo- 
sity in full control of every human 
situation—with superior powers of 
observation and writing skill withal. 
The man had imperatively come of 
age!

A netsuke, the author says, “is a 
pendant or toggle fastened at the 
end of a cord attached to the purse, 
tobacco pouch, pipe or brush case, 
medicine or seal case (inro), snuff 
or water bottle, or small gourd, 
slung from the girdle (obi).” 

The netsuke can be told from other 
small ornaments by the two holes 
which the cord goes through, Ma- 
terials used include wood, ivory, lac- 
quer, metal, porcelain, nuts, and wis- 
teria and rattan. 

Background facts of the various 
arts of Japan used for making net- 
suke are given, such as wood ecarv- 
ing, ivory carving, kinds of lacquer, 
metals and alloys, and porcelain. 
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Herein, too, is a description of 
inro. Also the inscription and signa- 
tures of the artists are discussed. 

Under subjects of netsuke, we find 
historical, foreign, religious. Also 
given are the Star Deities, Good and 
Evil Spirits, Mythical Animals, The 
Round of the Months under which 
special netsuke represent the main 
symbols of each of the 12 months, 
Poetry and Proverbs of Japan _rep- 
resented in netsuke, and Miscellane- 
ous subjects including characters 
from the No drama. 

There are 213 splendid illustra- 
tions of netsuke and some inro, also 
a page of No masks. The carving 
of masks is one of the interesting 
background chapters on the arts of 
Japan related to netsuke. This is a 
valuable antiques art book.

Appletons’ for Americana 


By DORIS H. HAMILTON 


One of the most readily accessible 
reference books for American  fac- 
similes is Appletons’ Cyclopaedia of 
American Biography, familiarly 
known as Appletons’. I say “readily 
accessible” for many reasons. 

I can not always find a catalog 
containing a facsimile I need, even 
with the best of filing systems. Fur- 
ther, I’m not always sure where I 
saw the facsimile which I want. 

Was it in an American catalog? 
Was it in an English catalog of re- 
cent or ancient vintage; or French 
catalog? Was it in one of the Ger- 
man catalogs which I have so much 
difficulty in reading? 

The catalog [ want may be lying 
at the bottom of a huge unsorted 
heap. In the meantime, there is 
Appletons’—all six volumes of it— 
resting on the book-shelf, and I at 
least can find a signature facsimile 
there! 

I haven’t seen any run-down on 
the total number of signatures used 
in the heavy cloth quarto volumes. 
But in the Preface the editors, James 
Grant Wilson and John Fiske, state: 
“The signatures are for the most 
part from the collection of some 
6,000 American autographs in the 
possession of the senior editor.” 

In 1886, John Fiske became one of 
the Appleton editors. While the first 
five volumes have 1888 as their year 
of publication, the copyright of Vol- 
ume I is dated 1886. The following 
table may be helpful in giving copy- 
right and publication dates:

I don’t know how many copies 
were printed, but there must have 
been a large edition. Whenever we 


advertise for a set, several are of-- 


fered to us at a price of between 
$10 and $15 for the six volumes in 
good condition. There is a rare sev- 
enth supplemental volume. We have 
four sets: one at the office two at 
home, and one in the country. 

In the Preface the editors pro- 
posed to supply a biographical dic- 
tionary for the New World which 
would rank with the French Dictio- 
nary of Universal Biography, and 
the National Biography of Great 
Britain. Plans were to include sketcn- 
es of about 20,000 North and South 





Americans with emphasis on cit- 
izens of the United States. _ 

The best writers and specialists of 
the day were rounded up to lend 
their talents to the Cyclopaedia. 
Friends and_ relatives contributed 
anecdotes to the biographies. Almost 
100 names are listed in each vol- 
ume as “Some of the Chief Contrib- 
utors.” . 

This is followed by a second list, 
mentioning the contributors to a 
specific volume, and the “Brief Lives” 
which they contributed. The caliber 
and authority of the writers can be 
seen from these sample articles 
chosen at random:

It is interesting to note that into 
this brilliant company of subjects 
and writers there crept a few com- 
pletely fictitious biographies. These 
creations were, I believe, entirely 
in the field of botany! 

Appleton’s made use of the best 
available sources, including a portion 
of Drake’s Dictionary of American 
Biography and the unpublished man- 


uscript of Initials and Pseudonyms. 
There are about 10 very fine steel 
engravings of eminent Americans in 
each volume and there are hundreds 
of vignette portraits from the orig- 
inal drawings of Jacques Reich. 


There are also many views of 
birthplaces, residences, and monu- 
ments. For example, in General Por- 
ter’s 17-page account of Gen. Grant, 
there is a drawing of Grant as a 
2nd Lieutenant, and a drawing made 
four days before his death. His 
birthplace at Point Pleasant, Ohio, 
is shown. So is a photo of his eques- 
trian statue. And a picture of his 
wife, Julia Dent Grant, with a fac- 
simile signature, is among the illus- 
trations of the biography. 


The two major editors, or the two 
editors whose names appear on the 
title pages, James Grant Wilson and 
John Fiske, allowed themselves about 
a column each in the Cyclopaedia. 

Wilson, president of the New York 
Genealogical and Biographical So- 
ciety since 1885, had, besides many 
other accomplishments, arranged for 
a monument over the grave of Fitz- 
Greene Halleck at Guilford, Conn., 
and a statue in Central Park, New 
York City, the first to honor an 
American poet. 


Wilson’s collection of signed pho- 
tographs and personal memorabilia, 
such as cuff links of Washington and 
Grant, were given to the society of 
which he was president, after the 
Metropolitan Museum in New York 
expressed disinterest. One of Wil- 
son’s books, Love in Letters: Illus- 
trated in the Correspondence of Emi- 
nent Persons, gives additional proof 
of his delight in autographs. 

John Fiske, disciple of Herbert 
Spencer, defender of Darwinism, is 
regarded by his biographer in the 
Dictionary of American Biography, 
James Truslow Adams, as the most 
popular lecturer on history America 
has ever known. 


Adams does not laud Fiske’s schol- 
arship nor the depth of his think- 
ing, but he does give him credit for 
“a charm of style rare among Amer- 
ican historians.” Fiske’s charm and 
enthusiasm show up in the general 
tenor of the Appleton biographies. 
The sketches are lively, full of anec- 
dotes, and highly personal. Fiske 
himself wrote the biography of La- 
fayette. From Lafayette’s dramatic 
leave-taking of France in April, 
1777, to his triumphal tour of 1824— 
all is told sympathetically and well. 


Appletons’ is an invaluable refer- 
ence work for data on persons whose 
fame has not endured. They are not 
included in Webster’s Biographical 
Dictionary. They may not be listed 
in the Dictionary of American Biog-

raphy. But they are in Appletons’ 

Any collector who wants to check 
on Americans up to 1890 will find 
it an important source of informa- 
tion. Besides it provides facsimiles 
which are not available in any other 
usual sources. 

The arrangement leaves something 
to be desired. In checking, it is nec- 
essary to go by family name rather 
than given name. Therefore, if you 
are checking a popular name like 
John Thomas, you may find you have 
to check every Thomas entry. 

If the dates you have do not jibe 
with the John Thomases listed, you 
have to go through all the Thomas- 
es, fathers, sons, uncles, etc. as fa- 
mous sons follow famous fathers. 
This slows down the process of iden- 
tification, but Appletons’ other vir- 
tues enable you to overlook this lit- 
tle idiosyncrasy. 

Another drawback to the autograph 
collector of today is that there seems 
to be a preponderance of ministers: 
Unitarian, Congregational, Moravian, 
Methodist Episcopal, and Protestant 
Episcopal. On the other hand, has 
any one read a current issue. of 
Who’s Who in America without mar- 
veling at the number of college pro- 
fessors and corporation presidents! 

Appletons’ is a rarity. It is a ref- 
erence book which is readable. And 
it is a lot of fun! 





LINCOLN LETTER GIVEN 
LIBRARY OF CONGRESS 

In Springfield, Ill., May 22, 1860, 
Abe Lincoln, formerly of Kentucky 
wrote a letter to a roommate he had 
lived with 23 years before. That 
roommate, Joshua Speed, had moved 
back to Kentucky, also his home 
state. 

In June, 1960, over 100 years later, 
Lincoln’s letter was presented to the 
Library of Congress“in Washington, 
D. C. by William Craik Speed of 
Pound Ridge, N. Y., great-grandson 
of Joshua Speed. 

The story of the roommates goes 
this way. Speed had a room above 
his g-neral store in Springfield when 
Lincoln arrived there to put up his 
shingle as a lawyer. He had no 
money. Speed offered to share his 
room. 

Lincoln said, “If I am a success I 
can pay you by Christmas. If 1 
fail, I do not know if I can ever 
pay you.” 

Speed’s letter in 1860 was to con- 
gratulate Lincoln on his nomination. 

Lincoln’s letter of reply, just given 
the Library of Congress, is as fol- 
lows: 

“Springfield, Illy May 22, 1860. 
“Dear Speed: 

“Your kind note of the 19th was re- 
ceived yesterday—I would like to see 
Kentucky generally, and you in partic- 
ular; and yet I suppose it will scarcely 
be prudent for me to leave home much; 
if any—I scarcely needed to be told that 
Mrs. Speed is for me—with her nature 
and views, she could not well be other- 
wise—please give her my kindest re- 
gards—could not she and you visit us 
here? Is your good mother still living? 
I shall be glad to hear from you any 
time—Mrs. L. joins in good wishes to 


both Mrs. S. and yourself— 
“Your friend as ever, 
“A. LINCOLN.”

During the period of 1850-60 the 
armies of the world had done much 
experimenting in seeking better weap- 
ons. These efforts were directed in 
large measure toward obtaining 
breech-loaders of one sort or anoth- 





er. 

With extremely large collections 
of the older muzzle-loaders on hand, 
and the ever-threatening war pic- 
ture, most governments were reluc- 
tant to re-arm completely. Efforts 
were made to utilize to some extent 
the weapons already at hand. 

So it was that Russia used two 
systems in re-arming, the Krnka and 
the Karle. The former soon super- 
seded the latter since it had a metal- 
lic cartridge. The Karle was a nee-

This weap- 
on was the one found in the hands 
of the bulk of the Russian troops; 
it was so simple that at one time it 
was under consideration for altering 
all the weapons in the service. 

The Berdan, in one type or anoth- 
er, was the product of an American 
general and had been offered to the 
Russian Government in 1868. An ex- 
perimental order for 30,000 stand 
was let out and it found some use 
in the campaigns where it was known 
as the “Russian Berdan.” It was a 
breech-loader somewhat reminiscent 
of the Allin Alteration of about the 
same period. 

By 1870, 30,000 more muskets had 
been ordered; later orders were re- 
ceived from Birmingham, England, 
and by the time of the war the 
Russians were manufacturing 1,000 
a day at three of their own facto- 
ries. The arm was designated as the 
official arm of the Russian Army 
even though more fighting was done 
with others. A bayonet weight one 
pound with 20 inch blade, and irreg- 
ular quadrangular cross-section, com- 
pleted the outfit. 

Other small arms consisted of the 
Cuirassier broadsword, a _ two-edged 
weapon some 39 inches long, straignt 
bladed, with basket hilt and_ steel 
scabbard.

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by the United States Cavalry of the 
time. 

Carrying what might have been called 
an “unmilitary type’ of weapon, by 
Western standards anyway, the Cos- 
sacks sported the “schaska.” It was 
a single- edged, curved sword some 
35 inches in length, with wooden han- 
dle decorated with brass, no guard, 
and a weight of less than two 
pounds, 

The basic lance was a weapon of 
9 to 10 feet in length 1% inches in 
diameter, and a weight of about 4% 
pounds. It was shod with iron. It 
bore two leather hoops one of these 
at the base end for support while 
in the saddle, the other for use as 
an arm steady. 

The Dragoons carried a musket 
very similar to that carried by the 
infantry, but its barrel was 5 inches 
shorter and the bayonet was 1 inch 
shorter. The Cossacks carried a weap- 
on much like that used by the Dra- 
goons, but lacking the bayonet. It 
weighed 7.4 pounds. While formerly

the Cossack musket with a barrel 
length 27.75 inches. 

Other firearms included the Smith 
& Wesson Revolver made in_ the 
United States. In Russian service it 
was equipped with a _ butt ring 
through which was fastened a_ cord 
so that it could not be dropped and 
lost, and it was carried in a yellow 
leather holster. Muskets and car- 
bines were carried by mounted troops 
in a leather case slung over the shoul- 
der from left to right with the muz- 
zle up and projecting over the left 
shoulder. 

The question of the usefulness of 
the bayonet was being debated even 
back in 1877. Many questions were 
raised as to the efficacy and wisdom 
of a soldier carrying an extra pound 
of metal around when he so rarely 
made use of it. 

Various types had been tested by 
the Russian military including the 
saw bayonet, the trowel bayonet, the 
sword bayonet and others, and it had 
even been decided by some military 
personnel that the number of wounds 
produced by this adjunct were hard- 
ly worth the added effort and weight. 
The bayonet continued in the serv- 
ice for some time, however.

Amongst the more unique collec- 
tions of military equipment is the 
Tank Museum located at Bovington, 
Dorset, England. Founded after 1928, 
upon the land which was first ased 
as tank-training headquarters dur- 
ing World War I, it came into be- 
ing at the suggestion of one no less 
than Rudyard Kipling who deplored 
the sad state of so many historic 
vehicles. 

In 1939 the Museum was unfortu- 
nately dismantled to make room for 
the more active war, and many of 
the choice specimens were destroyed. 
With the end of World War II a 
large tank hanger was put into use 
and the collection was augmented by 
many vehicles captured during that 
conflict. 

The more important tanks are 
housed indoors. The less choice have 
suffered the effects of overcrowding 
and are now placed outdoors. The 
collection also contains mementos 
other than the tanks themselves. It 
includes uniforms, photographs, badg- 
es, flags, etc. 

Possibly the largest and most com- 
plete collection of tanks in the world 
today, it contains such recent items 
as a Russian S.U. 100 self-propelled 
gun captured in the Suez, and a 
1909 Ruston Hornsby tractor, the 
forerunner of the tank.

MISSING MERMAID’S SKIRT 


By JOHNS H. HARRINGTON 


On lonely and barren San Nico- 
las Island some 60 miles off the 
southern California coast, the recent 
discovery of woven sea-grass skirts 
would present a first-class mystery 
to the average person. Who made 
these items? To whom did they be- 
long? How did they get there? 

In answering such questions, the 
old sea dog or mystically inclined 
might conjure up a mermaid or two. 
Even people from outer space would 
not be likely to wear garb of this 
kind. 

But to “sleuth” Charles Rozaire, 
assistant curator of the Southwest 
Museum, who uncovered the cloth- 
ing so skilfully woven of sea-grass in 
the kitchen middens of San Nicolas, 
the mystery could be solved even 
though the evidence was perplexing. 
That archaeologist led a reconnais- 
sance party to examine pre-historic 
clues on the Island last year, know- 
ing a group of aborigines had man- 
aged to reach even this lonelv snot 
from the mainland in their search 
for sea food. 

From graves located in the mid- 
dens or refuse dumps, it was deter- 
mined that these first southern Cali- 
fornia ‘‘yachtsmen” were heavily built 
and shorter than their predecessors, 
who were hunting people. The island 
Indians fashioned clothing of the 
sea-grass, ate sea urchins and aba-

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lone, fished enthusiasti- 
‘ally, and ‘hunted sea lions 
and seals. 

Although there wasn’t a 
mermaid in the whole col- 
ony, the real mystery 15 
how the unique and _ skil- 
fully made clothing, which 
the ‘Indians wore, has en- 


dured so long. :

These materials and their durable 
qualities were of particular interest 
to Dr. Rozaire, who has specialized 
in studying the development of wo- 
ven materials among early peoples. 
In fact, his doctorate at U.C.L.A. 
concerned “Twined Weaving and 
North American Pre-History.” 

If modern man thinks this is an 
academic subject, however, he’d bet- 
ter stop and consider the implica- 
tions. He will find, for example, star- 


tling possibilities in Dr. Rozaire’s 
discoveries on San Nicolas Island. 
Just think how it would be if mi- 


lady’s wardrobe was of such durable 
and well-made material that it would

rain-swept rock off the coast of Cali- 
fornia! 

Why, in a 20th 
which admittedly is 
than prehistoric man’s 
such clothing would no doubt last

fect of such a revolution upon the 
garment industry, let alone dad’s 
pocketbook and the leading design- 
ers, is too nerve shattering and stag- 
gering to bear further contemplation. 

Now a base for the U.S. Navy, 
San Nicolas had other secrets. The 
archaeologists found that a forest 
once had stood at one end of the 
island, although today only the roots 
remain. Why the trees disappeared 
is as much a mystery as how the 
“mermaid skirts” survived.

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is the interest of the prehistoric is- 
landers in fishing. A cave along the 
rugged shoreline contains drawings 
of sharks and other fish, as weil as 
of whales. 

In the old camping places, finds 
have also been reported of figures 
of soapstone accurately portraying 
killer whales, seals, and sea lions. 
Stone bowls were used by the In- 
dians in tenderizing abalone, and 
“tire irons” of whale ribs were han- 
dy in prying them off the rocks. 

Then, just to stress how impor- 
tant the life of ‘Izaak Walton—per- 
haps a bit ahead of his time—was 
to these Indians, they buried fishing 
gear and hooks with their dead. So 
that the deceased could use them, 
no doubt, in the “Happy Fishing 
Ground.” 

For the doubting Thomases who 
find the story of San Nicolas’ first 
visitors too incredible, or for those 
persons who are just plain interest- 
ed in the prehistoric, an invitation is 
extended to “inspect the evidence” 
at the Southwest Museum in High- 
land Park, Los Angeles. 

Here are the fragments of sea- 
grass skirts and other clues to a 
mystery which was many centuries 
old long before Christsjs+her Coium- 
bus even thought of a voyage to a 
“New World’—a world already old 
to the hardy, sea food loving island- 
ers on San Nicolas,

Presidential Campaign Post Cards 


This year of 1960 being an elec- 
tion year, let’s look back on some 
of the Presidential campaigns of the 
past when post cards played an im- 
portant part. 

One gratifying benefit of post 
cards, I have discovered, is that they 
provide historical data frequentiy 
missed in encyclopaedias and other 
books published aficr the event has 
passed. 

A post card, like a newspaper, 
records a situation as it was when it 
happened. History books often skim 
over the series of events leading to a 
big climax, while post cards have 


captured the intensely interesting 
side-lights. 
For instance, President William 


Howard Taft’s campaign for elec- 
tion gets no more than a _ sentence 
in most encyclopaedias. However, 
volumes of post cards issued on be- 
half of both candidates picture graph- 
ically the struggle for voter favor. 

In 1908 the campaign orator could

reach only those few people within 
sound of his voice. The written 
word, with pictures or cartoons, 
reached the masses. 

Thus a series of comic post cards 
making light of an opponent’s foi- 
bles and arguments could be power- 
ful weapons. Post card wit could be 
quick and pointed. It quickly passed 
to the whole country. 

Publishers catered to both sides 
with similar cards. One produced a 
card showing the political complexion 
of the country from 1860 to 1908. 
Another offered one card giving the 
vital statistics of the Republican 
Party, and a second card doing the 
same for the Democratic Party. 

‘Animal symbols for candidates and 
parties were popular post card sub- 
jects. Theodore Roosevelt is frequent- 
ly indicated by a teddy bear, Taft by 
an opossum. And, of course, the don- 
key and the elephant show up in 
many disguises! 

Nor were card 


makers content 











with simple printed cards. Mechan- 
icals, pull-outs, and appliques; as 
well as, embossed, tinselled. and puz- 
zle cards are profuse. 

Portraits of the candidates were 
produced in many forms. Most fre- 
quent were the double portraits of 
the contending presidential and vice 
presidential nominees. Generally oval, 
they were draped with flags, often 
embossed, and gilded. Stars, shields, 
and the Statue of Liberty were pop- 
ular decoration. 

The most heated post card cam- 
paign apparently was Taft vs. Bry- 
an, 1908. Taft was backed up by 
James S. Sherman for Vice Presi- 
dent, and Bryan’s running mate was 
John W. Kern. 

Similarity of the two leaders’ 
names got much attention. For ex- 
ample, “Who will it be Willie T. or 
Willie B.?” or, “This Bill wins if 
this Bill don’t.” 

One ornate card has Taft and 
Bryan prize-fighters in a ring with 
Uncle Sam as the referee, while 
Theodore Roosevelt and people from 
other nations are at the ring-side. 
This embossed card is titled “May 
the Best Man Win.” No copyright or 
publisher credit or serial number 
seems given. The figure of a bumble- 
bee in the stamp box may suggest 
the Bee Publishing Company. 

One mechanical card pictured the 
two candidates in a foot race toward 
the White House. Their legs were 
pictured on wheels. By holding the 
card with the wheels on a flat sur- 
face, forward movement will make 
the wheels turn, giving both gentle- 
men the appearance of running as 
swiftly as you move the card. 

A set of two cards pictured the 
donkey on one and the elephant on 
the other. By pulling the tail of 
each animal a picture of the candi- 
date of that party would come into 
view, William H. Taft on one, and 
William J. Bryan on the other. 

The Billikin was a fad of the day, 
a little statue standing for “The God 
of Things as They Ought to be.” 

The Billitaftikin was called the 
Sunny Idol, while the similar Billi- 
bryanikin was labeled the “On Again 
—Off Again People’s Idol.” Both 
were produced on easel post cards 
punched out around the statue to 
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fold back so they would stand up. 
No publisher is shown. 

The same idea had been used four 
years earlier on a post card for Ted- 
dikin. In this the Billikin sprouted 
the giant teeth and bushy moustache 
cartoonists favored for Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

1. Grollman, Chicago, issued a se- 
vies of 1908 boxing cards in which 
TIncle Sam referees a bout between 
the donkey and the elephant, with 
Taft and Bryan in the corners as 
water boys. The series, unnumbered, 
starts with the shaking of hands and 
concludes as a draw. 

Elaborate post card portraits of 
the winner immediately after the 
election undoubtedly were good sell- 
ers. The E. L. Theochrome Compa- 
ny of Germany put out fancy gilt 
cards in tribute to Taft “Our New 
President,” whose election was hailed 
to mean “Glory and Prosperity for 
Our Country.”

original, put out by Ince & Mayhew, 
“cabinet-makers and upholders,” in 

London, when Chippendale was issu- 
ing his Director of furniture de- 
signs, 1759-62. 

These plates in rococo design with 
Gothic and Chinese influences, were 
largely engraved by Mathias Darly 
who engraved those for Chippendale. 

The furniture includes varieties of 
household furniture, chairs, beds, ta- 
bles, desks, and their ilk, staircase 
railings, firescreens, candle stands, 
girandoles, frames for pictures and 
looking glasses, and fireplace equip- 
ment and stoves. 

A brief description of “above 300 
designs” is given both in English and 
French, plate by plate. All plates 
bear the signature of Ince or May- 
hew, except the metal-work plates at 
the end.

Pala, Rincon, and 


Mesa Grande

To a certain section of our pop- 
ulace, the above names have a spe- 
cial meaning. This special signifi- 
cance is tourmaline, as all three lo- 
calities have given up fine gem ma- 
terial of the tourmaline group. 

Have you ever had a sudden urge 
to go somewhere, maybe distant, but 
for no apparent reason? Well, we 
had just such an urge. We'd all 
worked till 4:30 this Saturday when 
this particular urge hit. We suggest- 
ed, “Let’s go to Pala.” By 5 p.m. 
we were enroute with sleep-out equip- 
ment, U.V. lights, picks, and sample 
bags. 

We took the Santa Ana Freeway 
out of Los Angeles and followed it 
southeast into Orange County on 
Hi-way 101. This took us thru San- 
ta Ana, Irvine, and San Juan Capis- 
trano—famous for the unvarying 
visit of the swallows to Capistrano 
Beach. 

In passing, we should mention that 
being an inveterate collector, we 
learned they were doing some grad- 
ing at the Mission and had unearth- 
ed some of the original straw-clay 
bricks of the oldest part of the Mis- 
sion. As these were being turned into 
a fill, we gathered some for souv- 
enirs of that truly historic spot, the 
earliest of the West Coast Missions. 

Following the coast south to San 
Luis Rey, we turned inland and 25 
miles later were at Mesa Grande. 
Getting our bearings, we went di- 
rectly up to the “tourmaline moun- 
tain” which is just a mile east of 
and dominates the town. 

The road up to the main workings 
is not for Buick Supers, but we 
made it. We would suggest to others 
that they leave any big car at foot 
of the hill, however. We found a 
suitable camp spot, but no water. 

As a precaution, we had half- 
gallon jars of kool-aid, a cool drink 
so made out on that score OK. We 
tried our U. V. lamps but found that 
only some calcite fluoresced. So we 
made dinner over an open camp fire 
and turned in. (Two lucky ones in 
the car and two on the ground). 

All were up early. We went into 
the open pit workings and found 
much rubellite and purple lepidolite. 
This is getting scarce, though years 
ago the dumps were thick with it. 

Under ground there is much black 
tourmaline and more rubellite but as 
to the gem tourmaline—which is usu- 


ally rose-pink or green, we found 
none. 

Our further explorations turned 
up rose-quartz, mica, and a variety 
of acid-igneous rocks. About that 
time the operator of the claims 
showed up. He was friendly, but said 
he’d have to look everyone over as 
someone had set the timbers in the 
mine a-fire the munth before and 
done much damage. 

He also showed us some green ma- 
terial which he thought might be 
beryl. As we could not make any 
beryllium tests in the field, we took 
samples to test at home. They did 
not give a beryllium test, however. 

We went on to Rincon, but that 
area has been so thoroughly worked 
by collectors that we found little of 
interest. At Mesa Grande, the mine 
property is now closed to all. Thus 
we found ourselves forced to be con- 
tent with Pala material. 

On returning we came home via 
Riverside (on Sunday) and found it 
much better than the way we went 
south (101), because of traffic. We got 
home by 6 p.m. and felt we had han an 
enjoyable outing, all things consid- 
ered. 'I am now in position to trade 
rubellite in lepidolite with anyone 
interested.

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A DEEP SEA FOSSIL 
ADDED TO SMITHSONIAN 


A specimen of what may be earth’s 
oldest kind of multi-celled animal 
has been added to the biological col- 
lections of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion through the generosity of the 
Lamont Geological Observatory of 
Columbia University. A bottom dwel- 
ler at the greatest depths of the 
seas, it probably is close to the com- 
mon ancestral line, Smithsonian spe- 
cialists believe, of the whole great 
phylum of mollusks, which ranges 
from microscopic snails to the’ giant 
octopus and is one of the major 
groups of animals. 

This specimen represents the sec- 
ond known species of Neopilina, liv- 
ing representative of the Monoplaco- 
phora, a group supposedly extinct 
for about 3,000,000 years: It is one 
of the four specimens dredged from 
-the bottom of the Milne-Edwards 
Trench in the Pacific off Peru at a 
depth of about 18,000 feet by the 
Vema, research ship of the Lamont 
Geological Observatory of Columbia 
University. A specimen of a differ- 
ent species was dredged a few years 
ago from the west coast of Costa 
Rica by the Danish research ship 
Galathea. One implication of the new 
find is that the extremely ancient- 
type creature may actually be world- 
wide in distribution. 

Fossil Monoplacophora have been 
recognized for some years as indi- 
cators of ancient geological forma- 


tions, and have been studied by 
Smithsonian specialists. The Mono-

from fossils in rocks laid down dur- 
ing the Cambrian period of geolog- 
ical history which contain the first 
definite traces of animal life. The 
living Neopilina is described as a 
sort of missing link between the mol- 
lusks and the segmented worms. It 
shows traces of segmentation, such 
as are found in the earthworms. Stiil 
the animal undoubtedly has crossed 
the line toward becoming a mollusk 
because it has in rudimentary form 
organs peculiar to this phylum of 
animals. The organs are ctenidia, 
feather-like extensions from the body 
by means of which the mollusks 
breathe and which serve the same 
purpose as gills in fishes. They have 
been called ‘one of the great inven- 
tions in the history or life on earth.” 

The Monoplacophora of shallow 
waters presumably became extinct 
quite early as better adapted ani- 
mals evolved in competition with 
them. The two recently found deep- 
water species, however, apparently 
ran away from competition and 
reached deeper sea bottoms. Even- 
tually a few specimens’ reached 
depths where there was. al- 
most no competition. About the only 
other living things in this environ- 
ment were much feebler, one-celled 
Protozoa, which afforded them a food 
supply. There the little creatures 
flourished and muitiplied. In the ever- 
lasting darkness, still far from ade- 
quately explored, they may be quite 
abundant. They have changed little 
from their original form, and appar- 
ently are in no danger of extinction. 
In the dark depths they well may 
outlive any higher animals now on 
earth.

HEYMAN Coat-of-Arms 


By HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 





HEYMAN, Peter of co. Kent, Eny- 
land, and of Virginia, Deputy Post- 
master General, 1692; Collector of 
Customs 1696; killed by @ pirate 
April 29, 1700. 





This is the notation found in “A 
Roll of Arms” published by the New 
England Historic Genealogical So- 
ciety. Although we had no previous 
interest in the name, the comment 
was intriguing, and here are the find- 
ings. : 
According to Burke’s The Extinct 
and Dormant Baronetcies of England 
“the family of Heyman, an ancient 
Kentish one, had honours and es- 
tates in the counties of Kent and 
Essex and in the city of London, 
centuries gone by, and its members 
were conspicuous for their extensive 
benevolence.” 

A foot-note explains to us that 
“Tenterden free ‘school, in Kent, was 
founded by a Heyman nearly 400 
years ago; and an estate of several 
hundred pounds a year, in divers 
parts of Kent, was left by another 
branch of the family for charitable 
uses for ever.” 

Peter Heyman was buried in the 
Old Pembroke Churchyard near 
Hampton, in Elizabeth City County, 
Va. The Heyman Coat-of-Arms, along 
with the following tribute is inscribed 
on his tombstone. 

“This stone was given by his Ex- 
cellency Francis Nicholson, Esq. Lieu- 
tenant and Governor of Virginia in 
memory of Peter Heyman, esq. grand- 
son to Sir Peter Heyman of Sumer- 
field in ye county of Kent. He was 
collector of ye customes in ye lower 
District of James River and went 
voluntarily on board the King’s shipp 
Shoreham, in Pursuit of @ pyrate 
who greatly infested this coast. Af- 
ter he had behaved himself 7 hours 
with undaunted courage, he was killed 
with a small shot, ye 29 day of April 
1700. In ye engagement he stood 
next ye Governor upon ye Quarter 


deck and was here Honorably in- 
terred by his order.” 

When the pirate, Guiland, made 
several captures in Lynnhaven Bay, 
the “Shoreham” took on board Gov. 
Nicholson, Peter Heyman, and other 
volunteers, and the small man-of-war 
set off in pursuit. Peter Heyman was 
killed during the affray, but after 
sharp action the pirate ship was cap- 
tured and three of the pirates were 
hanged in Hampton. 

The organized postal system had 
its origin in a Crown patent grant- 
ed by William and Mary under date 
February 17, 1691-92, to Thomas 
Neale. At the request of Neale, An- 
drew Hamilton soon established reg- 
ular service between Boston, New 
York, and Philadelphia, but Virginia 
and Maryland were not interested. 

In 1692 Andrew Hamilton of New 
Jersey, “Postmaster General of his 
Majesty’s Plantations and Colonies,” 
appointed Peter Heyman his repres- 
entative in Virginia. In 1698 a sur- 
vey to determine the probable suc- 
cess of such a venture returned the 
report that we “dare not reckon the 
correspondence south of Philadelphia 
as exceeding one hundred letters a 
year.” 

The southern colonies were late in 
securing official postal service, as 
there was little necessity for service 
between the North and the South. 
The tobacco ships afforded all the 
trans-Atlantic mail service required, 
and “local” mail was passed along 
from plantation to plantation to the 
place and person directed. Then, too, 
as tobacco was the main medium of 
exchange in the South, there was no 
coin or acceptable substitute smail 
enough with which to pay postal fees. 

However, in 1692 the Virginia As- 
sembly authorized Hamilton to estab- 
lish post offices in Virginia, although 
the planters continued the right to 
bargain with the masters of tobacco 
ships for the carriage of their Eng- 
lish mail. Gradually by not forcing 
the issue or insisting “today the old 
way, tomorrow the new way,” every- 
thing worked out and the official pos- 
tal system took roots. ; 

The earliest record found in Vir- 
ginia for Peter Heyman was in Nu- 
gent’s Cavaliers and Pioneers. A Mr. 
Jno. Stokeley received 2,600 acres of 
land in Accomack County, Virginia 
on September 2, 1664 for the trans- 
portation of 52 persons to the cal- 
ony. Peter Heyman’s name is among 
those listed—and he may or may not 
be the same man killed by pirates in 
1700. 

Aside from references to his work 
as Collector of Customs for Lower 
James River, his activities as Depu- 
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ty Postal Director, and the manner 
of his death, little else was turned 
up concerning Peter Heyman. No 
mention was found of any family or 
descendants. There are numerous ref- 
erences’ to a “Mrs. Heyman” at an 
early date—usually her name is men- 
tioned in boundary descriptions of 
other people’s property. 

A check into English records led 
to many references to the Heyman/ 
Hayman family. The Visitations of 
Kent for 1574 and 1619 Betham’s 
Baronetage of England, and Burke’s 
Extinct and Dormant Baronetcies 
all contain details on the family in 
England. 

The Heyman family of Somerfield, 
co. Kent is replete with “Peters.” 
The Sir Peter Heyman, Knt. (men- 
tioned in the Virginia epitaph as the 
grandfather) was twice married. He 
had two children by his first wife—- 
Henry and Sarah—and it was this 
son Henry who was created Baronet 
by King Charles I on August 12, 
1641. 

Sir Peter’s second wife was Mary, 
daughter and co-heir of Randolph 
Wooley of London, merchant by 
whom he had three sons and three 
daughters. As we are branching off 
here from the direct line of succes- 
sion, details are lacking, but Peter 
Heyman of Virginia probably was a 
son of one of these unnamed sons 
of Sir Peter’s second wife. 

Even though the fee for register- 
ing a name and armorial bearing in 
“The Roll of Arms” is very modest, 
someone cared enough to establish 
Peter Heyman’s record and so we 
can presume his blood line continues 
in America. It would be interesting 
to receive further ciues from readers. 

INTERPRETATION 

ARMS: Argent on a chevron en- 
grailed between three martlets sable 
as many cinquefoils or. 

The above description of the Hey- 
man Coat-of-Arms is given in “The 
Roll of Arms” previously mentioned, 
and in the Visitations of Kent, 1619. 

The Visitation of Kent, 1574, gives 
basically the same Coat-of-Arms, 
with two exceptions—the engrailed 
chevron is blue instead of black, and 
the cinquefoils are pierced. The fol- 
lowing crest is also given in the rec- 
ord of 1574; 

Crest: A demi-moor, full faced, 
eared and collared or, holding in the 
dexter hand a rose gules, slipped and 
leaved proper. 

Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A _ silver (argent) shield 
charged with a biack chevron with 
wavy edges (engrailed) between 
three footless swallows (martlets) of 
black (sable). Color names are not 
repeated and as no color name is 
given after the chevron, we know it 
is the same color as the next aug- 
mentation mentioned—i.e. the same 
color as the martlets. Un the chev- 
ron are three gold (or) cinquefoils, 
a grass of five leaves. 

The chevron is one of the nine 
so-called “Honourable Ordinaries,” 
straight-sided figures one-third the 
width of the shield, first symbols used 
to identify men encased in armour. 
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The chevron, “likened unto the roof 
of a house” is emblematical of pro- 
tecting the defenseless. It was also 
granted to one who builds churches 
fortresses for his’ country. 
The engrailed or escalloped edge of 
the chevron indicates the holding of 
large landed estates. 

The martlet, or footless swallow, 
is a messenger bearing good tidings, 
never resting during its flight when 
carrying messages, and _ therefore 
needing no feet. 

The cinquefoil as all other flowers, 
denotes hope and joy. Each cinque- 
foil was held by the ancient heralds 
to represent a different flower: white, 
the jessamine; red, the rose; blue, 
the periwinkle; and yellow or gold, 
the primrose. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Silver signifies sincer- 
ity and peace; black or sable, the 
fur lining of royal robes, constancy 
and nobility; gold, generosity and 
elevation of mind. 

A Coat-of-Arms is not considered 
complete without being decorated 
with the mantling and helmet, which 
the men wore in medieval times. The 
mantling was a large scarf of heavy 
cloth or leather thrown over the hel- 
met to protect the neck from the 
heat of the sun; the armour from 
rust; and to foil the enemy’s sword. 

When Coats-of-Arms became pop- 
ular in the home, there were certain 
rules adopted for their use. One was 
the conventionalizing of the torn 
mantling which the heroes of the day 
were proud to show when they re- 
turned from a conflict. 

In a hand-painting, wood carving, 
or other reproduction, these man- 
tlings must have the main color of 
the Coat-of-Arms on the outside and 
the main metal for the lining. There 
must also be a wreath of the colors 
holding the mantling on to the hel- 
met, six strands showing, the first 
of the metal, second of the color, and 
then alternating.

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BROADSIDES 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


The word “broadside” is apt to 
bring to mind of the student of 
naval history or the reader of sea 
stories, a picture of naval engage- 
ments. The collector of old newspa- 
pers and other periodicals, however, 
will recognize the word as describ- 
ing those sheets printed only on one 
side which were once posted for 
public perusal on walls in conspicu- 
ous places. 

They have at times been called 
placards. The French call them “affli- 
ches.” Fifty years ago we often saw 
warnings painted on the sides of 
buildings to “Post No Bills.” 

The broadside seems to be a relic 
of the past. The placard of today 
is generally of cardboard which ur- 
ges one to vote for so and so, to 
attend a strawberry festival, or at- 
tend amateur theatricals, These are 
now set up in store windows. 

Larger posters concerned with ad- 
vertising are displayed on billboards 
along the highways. A smaller type 
concerning Broadway - plays. are 
found on special boards at railway

01462 


stations in the vicinity of New York 
City. 

The familiar recruiting posters of 

the armed services are also on dis- 

lay on “A” boards outside of post- 
offices throughout the country. 
“Wanted” posters concerning crim- 
inals, might be included as a varie- 
ty of the broadside. They are found 
on post-office bulletin boards. Some 
New England towns still have a bul- 
letin board for town notices. 

The term broadside came into use 
among bibliographers early in the 
19th century when it became a fad 
to collect these old documents. Their 
absurdity, oddity, and _ triflingness 
were generally considered to enhance 
their value. 

Such appreciation is not entirely 
groundless if we consider the na- 
ture of the greater part of these 
publications, especially after a long 
lapse of time following their publi- 
cation. Most of them, like play bills, 
were issued to express passing ex- 
citements and agitations of the mo- 
ment. 

Immediately after they had served 
their purpose they became useless 
and most of them were destroyed by 
wind and weather. The extra copies 
that survived long enough became 
collectors’ items. They are consid- 
ered curios and expressive memo- 
rials of a bygone era. 

Some of the old broadsides cover- 
ing elections were so sarcastic they 
were torn down by the opposition 
or covered over by the other side 
within an hour of being posted. A 
series of election posters of Sir Rob- 
ert Walpole’s day would be extreme- 
ly interesting, and a collection of 
such items of our day will no doubt 
be found equally interesting a cen- 
tury from now. 

Broadsides as we know them came 
into fashion soon after the inven- 
tion of printing. They no doubt go 
back to ancient Babylonian or even 
Sumerian tablets in their purpose, 
and succeeded hand-written notices of 
the Middle Ages that supplemented 
the vocal notices of proclamations 
of the old time town crier. 

Hints of such notices can be found 
in the Bible and students may re- 
member Virgil’s compliment to Au- 
gustus, affixed to his palace. These 
were falsely claimed by one Bathyl- 
lus. The official news notices of the 
Roman Empire were also posted in 
the Forum. 

The placards of Rome in the Mid- 
dle Ages came to be known as Pas- 
quindes or Pasquils. These were 
words sometimes used to describe 
whatever was witty, short, and se- 
vere; something that was malicious, 
and calculated to serve no good pur- 
pose, 

The origin of the term is curious. 
Near the Ursini Palace in Rome was 
the booth of a shoemaker, some say 
he was a tailor, named Pasquino. 
His shop is said to have been the 
center of wit and repartee, a place 
of idle, useless chat and gossip. 

Soon after his death an ancient 
mutilated statue was unearthed in 
the neighborhood which some wag 
named in honor of Pasquino. It was 
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set up and became a kind of public 
billboard for anonymous and _ per- 
sonal gibes and insults of the type 
that had formerly emanated from the 
shoemaker’s shop. These Pasquinades 
which often attacked persons _of 
high rank and even the reigning 
Pope, were posted at night. 

The public board for notices was 
also in use at the old universities 
throughout Europe. Visiting stu- 
dents used these for posting chal- 
lenges to debate and discussion. It 
was through such discussions that 
the famous Admirable Crichton be- 
came known. 

He is said to have placarded every 
church and college with his defying 
challenges to debate on many sub- 
jects. This nearly brought the prac- 
tice into ridicule. 

It is said that one of his contem- 
poraries wrote a postscript to one 
of Crichton’s boastful challenges: 
“And those who wish to see him 
may go to the Falcon Inn, where 
he will be exhibited alive.” This 
seems to have been in imitation of 
the form used by bear-baiters and 
exhibitors of wild animals to at- 
tract customers to exhibitions, and 
so Crichton was ridiculed. 

In many places in Europe this 
practice of “impugning” as it was 
called, lingered on for years and Oli- 
ver Goldsmith in his travels profited 
by it. However, this ancient form of 
intellectual gladiatorship has now 
died out.

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It was also, at one period, the 
practice of a student to post his 
thesis at the gate of his college and 
invite criticism. A Scotsman who be- 
lieved he had been ill-treated by his 
country made his complaint in this 
manner. Having posted it atthe gate 
of a college in Oxford, he found 
himself charged with high treason 
and suffered the death penalty. 

Many of the great debates of the 
Reformation period were conducted 
in this manner. Luther’s thesis 
against the indulgences was posted at 
Wittenburg at the festival of All 
Saints. 

In the 17th century most of the 
English broadsides were printed in 
black letters following the style of 
public documents of that day. There 
are numerous copies of official and 
other broadsides, that have found ha- 
ven in museums and libraries, which 
illustrate the era of the Stuarts and 
the Commonwealth. 

The English broadside naturally 
came into use in America and many 
from the Colonial and Revolutionary 
periods have been preserved by our 
university libraries and historical so- 
cieties. News broadsides also came 
into style. The coming of the news- 
paper with paid advertising cut 
down on the use of legitimate broad- 
sides. 

The libeler continued to resort to 
the use of broadsides and hand-bills, 
passed from door to door under the 
cloak of anonymity for a long pe- 
riod. Even in recent years the hand- 
bill has been used to attack persons 
and movements. In one case a dis- 
tributor of such propaganda won his 
release in a libel suit by pleading 
the “freedom of the press.” 


Among the broadsides published 
in New England during early Colo- 
nial days, generally issued to correct 
false reports, may be found certain 
printed sheets so closely resembling 
a newspaper that the term has been 
applied to them. Some of them did 
contain news and were intended as 
news sheets but were only published 
once. 


Among these was Samuel Green’s 
“The Present State of the New Eng- 
lish Affairs” (1689), 8x14% inch- 
es, printed only on one side. It was 
issued to counteract false reports. 


There were others, for a Massa- 
chusetts resolution in 1689 against 
printing or vossessing such a paper 
was passed. On September 25, 1690, 
Benjamin Harris brought out “Pub- 
lic Occurrences” in Boston, which 
had a single issue. 

It was intended to be a monthly 
but it was unauthorized and was 
suppressed, It was a four page sheet, 
7%x11¥% inches and had two col- 
umns to the page, except the fourth 
which was blank. This was an Eng- 
lish custom, for many kept these 
newsletters and entered personal 


data on the blank page. 

At Bridgeton, N. J.. a hand writ- 
ten newspaper called “The Plain- 
Dealer” was publicly posted at ‘“Mat- 
thew Potter’s Bar” every Thursday 
morning. Its contents resembled an 
essay periodical. 


CIRCUSIANA 


Questions and Answers 


By DANA W. STEVENS 


Q: How are circus collections ac- 
quired? 


A: In many ways. This perhaps 
explains some of the fascination in 
this kind of collecting. For example, 
the University of Kansas Library 
recently acquired about 1,150 items 
bound in three folio albums concern- 
ing Astley’s Amphitheater, a famous 
London circus and theater which was 
operated from the late 18th to the 
late 19th centuries. Robert Vosper, 
director of the library, obtained the 
collection during his sabbatical year 
in England, 1959-60. 

The collection ranges from a rare 
bill of Astley’s Riding School, c. 
1780, to an original painting of the 
later theater’s drop curtain. There 
are more than 220 playbills and more 
than 3800 Juvenile Drama _ sheets, 
which are thought to be the outstand- 
ing items in this collection. All of 
the material is regarded as an ex- 
ceptional find by collectors because 
at the time no one thought that items 
concerning the circuses and minor 
theaters of London were worth pre- 
serving, 


Q: Can you recommend some cir- 
cus books that ought to be in a cir- 
cus collection? 


A: The one that immediately comes 
to mind is This Way to the Big Show 
—The Life of Dexter Fellows by 
Dexter Fellows and Andrew Free- 
man. Wherever the circus has played, 
wherever newspapers have been read, 
the fabulous Dexter Fellows has be- 
come known as the dean of the Press 
Agents. For forty years he traveled 
from one end of this country to the 
other heralding the legendary world 
and wonders of the circus as no other 
man before or since. In this book he 
re-created the picture of a career 
which started at the turn of the cen- 
tury. The circus as we know it to- 
day, and the wild west shows which 
preceded it, were his personal do- 
main, “Pawnee Bill” and Colonel Co- 
dy sent him ahead of their show to 
inform the towns and cities of Amer- 
ica of the marvels in store for them. 
He knew Sitting Bull, May Lillie, 
Johnny Baker and ‘Annie Oakley. He 
became as necessary to Ringling 
Brothers and Barnum & Bailey as 
the big top, pink lemonade, or the 
elephants. No better chronicle of the 
American circus and its personali- 
ties has been written. Thirty-nine 
photographs add to the historical im- 
portance of this book. 

Six Good Friends - A Story of Circus 
Horses by Pers Crowell is another 
book that ought to be in every collec- 
tion. This story covers every aspect 
of the use of horses in a circus. 
Everything is here from the rosin- 
back to the trick mule. The draw- 
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ings are something that can’t be de- 
scribed adequately enough in words. 
They have to be seen to be appre- 
ciated. 

Toby Tyler or Ten Weeks With a 
Circus by James Otis Kaler is anoth- 
er good one, It is illustrated by Lou 
is S. Glanzman. This is an old but 
perennial favorite. Uriginally it ran 
as a serial more than 50 years ago 
in Harper’s Young People Magazine. 

Another must is Courtney Ryley 
Cooper’s Circus Day. This book was 
written back in 1925, when Captain 
Dutch Ricardo was a top-notch ani- 
mal trainer and Clyde Beatty was 
then the youngest lion trainer in the 
world. Mr. Cooper had divided this 
book into chapters dealing with the 
personalities he knew so well in the 
Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey 
Circus. Full of anecdotes and per- 
sonality features about such great 
stars of the big top as Alfredo Codo- 
na, the great aerialist. Of particular 
interest to collectors of circus photos 
is the photograph of Lillian Leitzel, 
which was picked by her as her per- 
sonal favorite. 


Q: Was P. T. Barnum the first 
circus owner to put a show on rails? 


A: In the June issue of HOBBIES 
I stated that Barnum was the first 
owner to do so. I wish to state that 
I stand corrected on this statement 
by Mr. John M. Brown of Bath, Me. 
Mr. Brown informs that sixteen years 
before Barnum launched his first 
railroad show, Spalding and Rogers 
New Railroad Circus toured the East- 
ern and New England states on a 
train of “nine specially constructed 
railroad cars.” Mr. Brown has a 
large newspaper advertisement an- 
nouncing the appearance of this show 
in Portland, Me., on July 3 and 4, 
1856. Mr. Brown also has in his 
collection an advertisement for Stick- 
ney’s Railroad Circus which toured 
the Eastern territory in 1869. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Brown this show 
traveled in two baggage cars leased 
from the railroad. All equipment and 
animals were transported in the 
baggage cars. Performers with the 
show traveled by regular passenger 
service and stayed in local hotels 
wherever the show was playing.

PLAYING CARDS

Playing Cards in Bohemia 


For ‘hundreds of years playing 
cards were viewed officially with con- 
siderable disfavor in Bohemia. As 
was the custom in many neighboring 
countries, strict laws pertaining to 
the manufacture of playing cards 
and their use in gambling were 
enacted. ; 

The first mention of such an edict 
is from the year 1353. Until 1471 
these laws applied only to the lower 
classes, whereas squires and the no- 
bility could play at liberty, except

that they were enjoined not to play 
for money stakes. Gambling debts 
could not be collected under law. 

Inn keepers who tolerated card 
playing and gambling on their prem- 
ises were subject to a fine of six 
gulden or six days arrest. In the 
case of repeated offenses their busi- 
nesses were closed. However, gam- 
bling was popular, regardless of the 
penalties, and the State collected con- 
siderable sums in the form of fines. 

The first card maker of Prague,

whose name is lost in antiquity be- 
gan manufacturing playing cards in 
1854. He is the only card maker 
of the 14th century of whom men- 
tion is made. 

In the period 1526-1620 mention 
is made of six card makers. In 1785 
Prague card makers employed 23 
persons and had their own guild to 
which other ecard makers in the prov- 
inces belonged. Some of the seals of 
this guild are still preserved in one 
of the Prague museums. 

In 1534 Hanus Frey acquired a 
franchise to make playing cards. He 
also had sole permission to import 
playing cards. The patent specified 
that his cards had to be in black 
outline, or hand-colored. This color- 
ing was done by so-called illumin- 
ators. 

Beginning in the 16th century three 
colors were common to playing cards: 
black, red—and when the supply ran 
out—green, Cards were printed 
either on thick hard paper, or on 
thin paper which was pasted on card- 
board. Printing was done by means 
of hand printing presses. 

The oldest cards preserved in 
Prague are from the year 1557, These 
are in the Municipal Museum. Other 
cards from 1606 and 1617 are pre- 
served in the Prague Castle and at 
Karlstejn Castle near Prague. 

Initially, only German cards were 
popular in Bohemia. Later, French 
cards were introduced. The German 
cards were preferred by the masses, 
while the gentry preferred cards 
from France or Italy. 

Among the different types of card 
games popular in those days were 
“Flusa” (around 1512), “Taroky” 
(1586), Hromadek (1609), “Pikety” 
(1610), “Fanz,” “Landknecht,” and 
“Trappola.” Italian cards were used 
originally for the latter game until 
Bohemian cards with Italian suit 
marks were introduced. Trappola re- 
mained the most popular game in 
Bohemia until late in the 19th cen- 
tury. 

To this day Italian cards in Czech- 
oslovakia are called trapule, trapul- 
ky or trapulirky. This should explain 
why many decks of Bohemian and 
Empire origin, bearing Italian suit 
marks, are to be found in this part 
of Europe. 

At the beginning of the 18th cen- 
tury, the State took even more dras- 
tic steps to prohibit gambling. In 
1701 Emperor Leopold I decreed that 
gambling was against the law of God 
and could lead only to impoverish- 
ment and misery. Many card games 
were prohibited under his edict, in- 
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cluding “Basette,” “Faraon,” “Wuer- 
felspiel,” ‘“Passa-Dieci,” “Landes- 
knecht,” “Trenta-Quaranta,” “Rau- 
schen,” “Farbeln,” “Treschak,” and 
“Banco.” 

In 1758 the games of “Sincere,’ 
“Brenten,” “Molina,” and “Vingtun- 
spiel” were added to the list, and 
games of chance were limited to spe- 
cial rooms. However, the forbidden 
games quickly reappeared under new 
names, and gambling continued. 

Still additional games were added 
to the list in 1784, and the penalty 
for gambling was raised to 300 gul- 
den, a tremendous sum in_ those 
days. And since those who acted as 
informers in pointing out transgres- 
sors to the police were paid one third 
of the fine assessed, one can imagine 
that business was brisk. The final 
edict directed against gambling was 
published in 1784. 

Bohemian cards favored traditional 
designs, and once these became en- 
trenched it was difficult for card 
makers to persuade the buying pub- 
lic to accent anything else. Various 
attempts were made from time to 
time to introduce historical figures. 

For example, in 1740 one Bohe 
mian card maker substituted French 
kings and Cardinal Richielie for the 
traditional kings. And in 1810 the 
Prague card maker Matous Roth- 
milier issued a deck based on the 
Battle of Aspen, the site of Napo- 
leon’s first important defeat. 

Asin other countries, the year 
1848 influenced the designs of some 
Bohemian decks. In that year Jan 
Grabinger, a Prague card maker, 
printed a deck with all Slavonic de- 
signs and courts. Also he published 
another deck called the “Equal Rights 
Trappola Pack.” 

Other packs quickly anpeared 
touching on Bohemian history, his- 
torical nersonages, etc. Some of these 
were designed by prominent Bohe- 
mian artists, such as Mikulas Ales, 
whose 1893 pack is a collector’s item. 
Another equally interesting deck was 
drawn by the Bohemian artist Neu- 
mann, who substituted garnets, wheat 
sheaves, barrels and leaves for the 
traditional German suit symbols. 

Following the First World War 
and continuing until 1948, when the 
Communists took control of the coun- 
try, Czechoslovakia produced many 
interesting decks of playing cards. 
Many of these featured animals and 
demons, and were brilliant works of 
the card maker’s art. 

Production of playing cards since 
1948, with a few exceptions, has been 
pedestrian and uninteresting. The 
exceptions are the KOvo cards issued 
by the Czechoslovak Ministry of For- 
eign Trade, and a recent deck print- 
ed in Bratislava which may be de- 
scribed as a true Communist or pro- 
letarian deck in that it glorifies the 
worker and maligns the four kings 
as symbols of hated monarchy.

Chicago Playing Card 
Collectors Convention 


By DOROTHY POWILLS 


The 9th annual convention of the 
Chicage Playing Card Collectors, Inc., 
held from June 10th to 12th at the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel in Chicago, was 
the highlight of the year for collec- 
tors around the country. Members 
eame from far and wide to enjoy the 
many phases of this get-together. 

The outstanding feature of this 
convention consisted of a lecture, and 
a beautiful exhibit by Doris Baldwin 
of Milwaukee, Wis. on “Masterpiece 
Dolls.” It portrayed a history of 
fashion as depicted from famous 
“pasteboard” personalities, including 
Queen Isabella I of Spain; Queen Eli- 
zabeth I of England; Marie de Medi- 
ci, wife of Henry IV of France; Ma- 
rie Antoinette; American Colonial 
and Godey Ladies, and others. 

Exhibits included an uncut sheet 
of military cards made in 1720 by 
Peter Schencken in Amsterdam; and 
uncut sheet of the famous Leger-de- 
main cards of France of 1800, pictur- 
ing very grotesque figures; and a 
photostatic copy of the American In- 
dian cards of 1867 made from the 
skins of horses’ necks and _ hand- 
painted by the Apache Indians of 
southwestern United States. 

There were wide, old-time Jokers 
from 1898 to 1915, and the earlier 
narrow Jokers from the same period; 
earliest United States Playing Card 


Company’s Bicycle cards; a display 
of early wide Pictorial cards of rare 
vintage; and the French Florentine 
deck with the large full-color repro- 
ductions by Philibert of Paris. 

Other interesting displays were: 
the History and Evolution of Playing 
Cards in poster form by Joseph P. 
Sims of Philadelphia (1946); ‘“Nor- 
diska Museet”—an attractive hand- 
made, and colored Danish King of 
Spades; and artists’ samples of play- 
ing card back designs. Some “Do-It- 
Yourself” cards were original trans- 
formation designs submitted by 
Charles A. J. Pry of Belgium, and 
Fred G. Taylor of the American Em- 
bassy at Prague. 

The 1960 Convention also had an 
interesting and beautiful color film 
entitled “Playing Cards” showing the 
De la Rue cards which were on ex- 
hibit at the International Exposi- 
tion in London in 1958, several auc- 
tions on Wide and Narrow special 
cards, and of course, the main event 
and attraction of card-trading. This 
proved to be the most popular fea- 
ture. 

The annual Banquet Breakfast and 
Open Forum were well attended, and 
the consensus of opinion was that 
this Convention topped all previous 
ones!

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Just what is a “transformation” 


card?

A “transformation” deck is one 
that has drawings—usually comic— 
incorporated in the design of the 
numeral, or spot-cards. These draw- 
ings make ingenious use of the ac- 
tual suit marks or pips (Spades, 
Hearts, etc.) so that they are an 
actual part of the picture, often with 
laughable effect. Thus, “transforma- 
tions” are not to be confused with 
ordinary souvenir decks, which mere- 
ly show a scene of some sort in 
place of the usual pips.

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The Seashells of 
Acapulco 


By DR. A. GORDON MELVIN 


Of the thousands of visitors to 
Mexico’s top resort, Acapulco, many 
are shell collectors. Many more might 
begin a collection there if they knew 
how. 

The trick is to use not only the 
beaches near the heart of town, Ca- 
leta and Los Hornos, but to go a 
little farther along the shore to Pu- 
erto Marques. Here it is easy to 
combine swimming, sun-bathing, and 
shell collecting. 

When I first visited Puerto Mar- 
ques, about eight years ago, there 
was not a shell in sight. The beach 
on that magnificent bay was just as 
it is today. It is, without doubt, one 
of the best bathing beaches in the 
whole world. 

Since the bay is almost a lagoon of 
blue salt water it never has huge, 
dangerous breakers; just a fine roll- 
ing swell, ideal for swimming. The 
sand is smooth, the beach never over- 
crowded. The water is of that ideal 
temperature which cools, but never 
chills, and it is good for as many 
hours as you care to linger. 

Today, exactly as 1t was a decade 
ago, the beach is bordered by a line 
of primitive, palm-thatched huts or 
remadas, supported by poles. Here 
live Mexican families, each with a 
few rough tables, and a kitchen to 
serve tortillas, fried fish, and soft 
drinks. You are invited to use the 
hammocks and the beach chairs, as 
it is assumed that you will buy 
something or other before you leave. 

Perhaps you will buy some shells. 
For, surprisingly enough, all along 
the curb fronting the huts, you will 
find little stands, or stalls, piled with 
shells in mild disarray. 

Both a year ago, and again last 
summer, I made raids on_ these 
puestos, or stands. A good deal of 
bargaining went on, for bargaining 
is part of the fin of making friends 
with these agreeable people. 

Shells in stock vary from stand 
to stand, and from season to sea- 
son. Usually you have little trouble
